Subject: Recommendation to increase benefits for 
current retirants and beneficiaries and to eliminate the 
remarriage penalty within the Police and Fire Retire- 
ment System. 


On May 23, 1986, I directed the Finance Director to 
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work with the City’s actuary to consider raises for 
retirees in both the City’s retirement systems. I re- 
quested him to look at the feasability of providing ad- 
ditional COLA adjustments to existing retirees similar 
to the increases provided effective February 1, 1984. I 
am committed to upgrading retirement benefits, 
whenever possible, however only within the financial 
capabilities of the retirement systems and I do not 
wish to see any new costs added to the City’s General 
Fund contributions. 


In September, 1986, a letter was received from the 
Lansing Retired Policemen’s & Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, Inc. outlining various recommendations. Their 
request repeated my cost of living proposal, but added 
some other considerations for benefit changes. The 
Finance Director has researched their requests and 
provided cost information and analysis (copy at- 
tached). 


I recommended to the Board of Trustees of the 
Police & Fire Retirement System, at their recent 
meeting on November 18th, a one-time only increase 
in benefits and the elimination of the remarriage 
penalty. 1 did not support other requested changes 
with regard to minimum annual benefits, life in- 
surance and additional retiree representation on the 
retirement Board. I am advised by the City Attorney 
and Finance Director that these items are either a mat- 
ter of collective bargaining and/or would result in 
substantial increased cost to the City’s General Fund 
in the future. 


1 emphasize the note of caution provided by the 
Finance Director with respect to the cost implications 
of any type of automatic compound annual increase. 
Even a 1% automatic annual increase would quickly use 
up the contingency reserve within the Retirement 
Systems and would add $1,000,000 per year in new 
costs to the City’s General Fund. We must continue to 
proceed cautiously working within the resources of the 
retirement system and re-evaluating our financial 
status on a regular basis. 


My recommendation was for a one-time permanent 
increase in benefits of 3% for all retirants and 
beneficiaries with 20+ years pf credited service, on 
the rolls prior to July 1, 1984, to become effective 
February 1, 1987. This represents a 1% per year ad- 
justment for the 3 year period from February 1, 1984 
to February 1, 1987. The actuary has identified the 
one-time cost to be $872,832 which should be funded 
through the Contingency Reserve within the retire- 
ment system fund. 


I further recommended the elimination of the 
“remarriage penalty’’ within the Police & Fire Retire- 
ment System. The unfortunate result of this provision 
has been that the widow-widower hesitates to remarry 
because of the loss of benefits that would occur. 


I recommended to the Board of Trustees of the 
General Employees’ Retirement System a one-time 
permanent increase in benefits of 3% for all retirants 
and beneficiaries whose effective date of retirement is 
before November 4, 1982, to become effective Febru- 
ary 1, 1987. This represents a 1% per year adjustment 
for the 3 year period from February 1, 1984 to 
February 1, 1987. The actuary has identified the one- 
time cost to be $331,092 which should be funded 
through the Contingency Reserve within the retire- 
ment system fund. The remarriage penalty is not a fac- 
tor in this system. 
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The Boards of Trustees of the Police & Fire Retire- 
ment System and the General Employees’ Retirement 
System acted favorably upon these recommendations 
at their meetings of November 18 & 20, respectively. 


The City Attorney and Finance Director have pre- 
pared the appropriate resolution and ordinance 
changes necessary to effect these recommendations 
and will be available to you to discuss these matters in 
committee.

1987 State of the City Message 
Let’s Improve Our Neighborhoods 


1 come before you and the people of Lansing 
tonight for the sixth time in my term as your Mayor. 
This marks the sixth time that I have stood before you 
to outline my hopes and aspirations for our communi- 
ty and our mutual constituents. I do not apologize if 
these remarks sound somewhat familiar to you; in 
fact, my goals and priorities for our community have 
not changed significantly since | came before you the 
first time in 1982. 


Let me say at the outset that these are not goals that 
] have formulated arbitrarily or in isolation. I have 
discussed them with you and our staff on many occa- 
sions; with other elected officials; and, most impor- 
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tant, with the citizens of Lansing at many meetings 
and in countless private conversation. 


Let me also make an early comment about City Hall 
communication and cooperation because I have seen 
and heard media stories on this subject recently. 
Frankly, I believe our communication processes are 
quite good here in City Hall. 


Of course, this is not to say that communication 
cannot be improved, and I want you to know that I 
will be making an extra effort in 1987 to make sure 
that you are informed and involved in all City matters 
to the maximum extent envisioned by our Charter. I 
have not forgotten that I served with you on the Coun- 
cil for eleven years and that timely, accurate informa- 
tion is crucial to the making of sound City policy. 


By the same token, I hope you also will make an ex- 
tra effort in 1987 to assist me to be a better Mayor by 
openly discussing issues and opportunities with 
me—preferably when they are in their early stages. My 
door is always open to members of the City Council. 


I believe it also is important that we continue to 
communicate openly with other governments and their 
representatives. The efforts we have made with State 
government leaders, for example, have paid off very 
well for improvements in our community—that is, in 
Michigan’s Capital City. 


In this regard, I thank Governor James J. Blan- 
chard; Senators William Sederburg and Harry 
DeMaso; and Representatives David Hollister, Ernie 
Nash, and Debbie Stabenow for their work in assisting 
Lansing. And I look forward to working closely with 
our two newest ‘‘Lansing Legislators’’—John 
Schwarz and Frank Fitzgerald. | also want to mention 
that other local officials, for example, our Lansing 
County Commissioners, have been very helpful in im- 
proving our community. 


If I had to summarize very briefly, I would say that I 
have learned that our constituents want two things 
from us as their elected representatives: 


e First, they desire that we should provide them the 
basics of good City government. They do not, for the 
most part, want ‘‘frills.’” Rather, they desire and need 
excellent police and fire protection; safe streets; good 
refuse collection; efficient snowplowing in the winter 
months; tough zoning and housing code enforcement; 
a mix of cultural and recreational opportunities; 
assistance for those in need; and more street trees. 


Another way to say much of this is to say that peo- 
ple want safe, attractive, liveable neighborhoods. I 
believe we have no greater responsibility than main- 
taining our neighborhoods. This is the theme of my 
speech this evening, and | will return to it in a few 
minutes. 


© Second, our constituents want us to operate City 
services as inexpensively as possible. The reason for 
this is obvious: they are paying for it. They pay 
through City property and income taxes as well as 
through Federal and State taxes that are returned to us 
as grants. 


A low tax rate is important to everyone. When we 
leave money in the hands of people, rather than taxing 
it, we enable them to better educate their children, im- 
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prove their homes, invest in business expansion, con- 
tribute to cultural and human needs groups, and plan 
for retirement. 


A low tax rate is especially important for seniors 
and others who must live on modest, fixed incomes. 
Low taxes are an essential part of helping them to 
maintain their family homes. In this regard, I have 
been pleased to see discussion of possible im- 
provements in our State tax structure. I also am 
hopeful that the new Federal tax reforms will prove 
helpful in maintaining our residential areas. 


Finally, a low tax rate is important for business ex- 
pansion. And I don’t need to remind you that the 
most important reason for such expansion is to pro- 
vide people with meaningful job and career oppor- 
tunities. 


PRIORITIES FOR A STRONGER LANSING 


In past years I have discusssed seven City priorities. 
All seven of them remain very important to me and I 
will discuss them all. However, tonight I wish to em- 
phasize one of those priorities: improved neighbor- 
hoods. 


When I was first elected Mayor I felt that economic 
development particularly as it involved the revitaliza- 
tion of our downtown, was our most important priori- 
ty. However, we have had much success in this area 
over the past several years. I therefore have gradually 
begun to commit more of my time and City resources 
to making our neighborhoods as strong as they can be. 


PRIORITY: Strong, Attractive, Liveable 
Neighborhoods 


It would be fair to say that all of our City services 
are ultimately intended to improve the living condi- 
tions in our neighborhoods. Public safety, which I will 
discuss next, for example, is directly related to 
neighborhood improvement. 


Let us be candid: much of our Lansing housing 
stock is growing old. It needs repair and revitalization. 
Much of our housing also is not owner-occupied. We 
must fairly encourage landlords to better maintain 
their rental properties. 


As we together have considered these problems, we 
have begun to place a number of specific 
neighborhood improvement efforts into place. These 
include the following: 


© I meet on a regular basis with our Neighborhood 
Council and with individual neighborhood groups. 
These meetings have been extremely productive. They 
assist me and our staff to better understand specific 
problems, and they allow us to inform people about 
things they can do themselves to improve their 
neighborhood living conditions. I appreciate that the 
City is providing the Neighborhood Council with 
funding and | intend to continue the City’s relation- 
ship with this group. 


© In arelated effort, I have sought to appoint per- 
sons who are actively involved in their neighborhoods 
to our City boards and advisory groups. Neighbor- 
hood leaders have made a valuable contribution to our 
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Planning Board, Police Board, Traffic Board, Board 
of Zoning Appeals, and other important groups. 


© In 1985 and 1986 we specifically targeted five 
neighborhoods for clean-up efforts. These received a 
coordinated approach from our Police, Fire, Planning 
and Municipal Development, Human Relations, Law, 
and other Departments, I believe we made a great deal 
of progress in each of our target areas—although I 
know we havea great deal yet to do in each of them. 
We intend to target additional areas for assistance in 
1987. 


® With strong Council leadership we passed and im- 
plemented a tough, comprehensive zoning ordinance. 
This has proved to be an excellent tool in protecting 
our neighborhoods from the undesirable side effects 
of economic development. And let me say that while I 
believe that such development is important, I also 
believe it must not be accomplished at the expense of 
the quality of life in our residential communities. 


© We have done much to improve beauty in our 
neighborhoods, For example, we initiated a flower 
planting program that has brought excellent results. It 
is a real pleasure to drive in the community in the sum- 
mer and to pass several very beautiful floral displays 
that have been put out by residents with ‘‘green 
thumbs.”’ By the way, if persons are interested im par- 
ticipating in this program this spring, they may call 
our Human Resources Department for information. 


Perhaps more fundamental to the long-term beauty 
of the community, we have dramatically improved our 
tree planting program in the past several years. Last 
year, for example, we planted some 1,400 new trees on 
neighborhood streets. We also worked to establish 
‘‘satellite nurseries” in several parts of the City to 
make future tree planting more efficient. 


We also worked with the State to plant trees in the 
area around the Capitol, along Michigan Avenue near 
Frandor, in several City parks, along the river, and on 
State highways that pass through Lansing. I am confi- 
dent that within a few years we will re-establish Lans- 
ing’s reputation as a “City in the Forest.”’ 


© We have improved public safety in our neighbor- 
hoods. As examples, we now have a foot patrol officer 
working in a neighborhood on an experimental basis; 
we have increased the number of Neighborhood 
Watch Programs to some 150 in all parts of the City; 
and we have worked with local persons to barricade 
street leading into several neighborhoods at night as a 
way of preventing prostitution and protitution-related 
problems. 


¢ As you know, we improved our Housing Code. I 
have created a Task Force to assist with implementing 
it, and am hopeful that it will address the issues sur- 
rounding dilapidated housing stock in some parts of 
the City. In this regard, I mention that we must begin 
to better address the issue of affordable rental housing 
in the community in 1987 and beyond. 


© This last year, under your leadership, we enacted 
a residential noise ordinance. I am very hopeful that 
this will work to significantly cut down on the amount 
of noise pollution in our residential areas. [ also am 
pleased that leaders of both our residential and 
business communities were able to work together to 
make this ordinance a reality. 
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¢ Finally, in recognition of the importance of 
neighborhood improvement, I employed a specialist in 
this area in 1984. Her only job is to work to improve 
neighborhoods. As you know, this person is JoEllen 
Flaherty, She has been playing a significant role in Ci- 
ty activities to improve the quality of life in our 
residential areas. 


Citizen involvement is crucial: Before I leave the 
topic of neighborhoods, I want to say one more thing. 
I want to encourage and challenge the people of Lans- 
ing to get more involved in improving their own 
neighborhoods. In an age of limited resources, 
government cannot do everything we would like to 
have done. 


So to those of you watching and listening, I make a 
sincere request: paint your home; plant a tree in your 
yard; make sure the trash on your street is picked up; 
start a neighborhood watch program if you don’t have 
one already; get involved in your neighborhood 
organization; and all the rest. With your active, 
cooperative involvement, we will make our City a bet- 
ter place to live and work. 


PRIORITY: Public Protection and Other Essential 
Services 


Public Safety: Our Police and Fire personnel provide 
excellent service to the people of Lansing. I know that 
we all share a high regard for these officers. They 
literally risk their lives to protect us, our families, our 
homes, and our material possession. 


In recent years the number of calls for police service 
has increased dramatically in our community. In addi- 
tion, the rate of some kinds of crime rose last year. 
These are disturbing trends that we must work 
together to address. 


Over the last several years I have worked to ac- 
complish two things in terms of our police protection: 
(1) better define the role of the Department to em- 
phasize the apprehension of criminals and (2) better 
staff our patrol force during times when criminal ac- 
tivity is highest. In other words, we have tried to pro- 
vide more actual police protection for every dollar we 
have spent. 


We also have initiated several new police programs: 
in 1986 we began a Youth Squad to deal with crimes 
involving young people; we are working to replace 
uniformed jail officers with civilians so the officers 
can work in the community; and I have been par- 
ticipating in the ‘‘Say No to Drugs’’ campaign as a 
way of cutting the root cause of much crime. 


However, | remain very concerned about criminal 
activity in our City. As an additional approach to our 
rising crime rate ] have established a Blue Riboon Task 
Force on Crime Reduction. It is chaired by my Ex- 
ecutive Assistant, Cleophus Boyd, Jr., and includes 
members drawn from the City Council, the police 
community, neighborhood leaders, business, labor, 
education, and religious leaders, and others. 


Emergency dispatch: This year I also will be involv- 
ed in the effort to improve our 9-1-1 emergency 
dispatch system. As you know, it now is possible to 
create an ‘‘enhanced”’ 9-1-1 system. This means that if 
a person calls 9-1-1, his or her exact address is im- 
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mediately and automatically flashed on a dispatcher’s 
computer screen. Thus, even if a caller become un- 
conscious after dialing, we still can send help. 


I also will work with our Police and Fire Depart- 
ments and with other local governments and agencies 
to see if we can further unify our emergency dispatch 
operation. This may be a way of saving funds that can 
be well used for police, fire, and paramedic opera- 
tions. 


Other basic services: Basic municipal services can 
mean different things to different people. But when | 
speak of basics, I mean such things as refuse pick-up, 
parking enforcement, wastewater treatment, housing 
code enforcement, snowplowing, parks maintenance, 
and traffic control. 


1 also am vitally concerned with maintaining what is 
called our ‘‘infrastructure.’’ That is, we must keep up 
our streets, bridges, and sidewalks; our waste treat- 
ment and sewage treatment facilities; and other 
buildings such as our parking garages, Civic Center 
and Lansing Center, City Hall, and other facilities. In 
this regard, I was very pleased that Lansing voters 
passed a $22 million bonding package last November. 
This will insure that targeted streets and sidewalks are 
improved. 


The part of my State of the City Message that 
details our activities in 1986, discusses our recent work 
in our various basic service areas, and I will therefore 
not go into all of them here. However, | do want to 
say that it is very important that our vehicles are main- 
tained, that our parking garages are kept clean, that 
our buildings are run in an efficient manner, that our 
finances are kept straight, that our purchasing is done 
efficiently and fairly, and all the rest. 1 appreciate the 
work of our City staff on these projects. They may not 
get much media coverage; but they are important. 


PRIORITY: Economic Development 


Recently I] read that we are in the midst of the 
longest period of economic recovery since World War 
II. This is good news for every American. However, it 
is important that we here in Lansing and mid- 
Michigan continue to diversify and improve our local 
and regional economy. Otherwise, we will face very 
serious problems if the national recovery is slowed or 
halted for some reason. 


Of course, the prime reason that the City gets in- 
volved in economic development is to assist the crea- 
tion of jobs. I believe it is very important that all our 
citizens be able to work at meaningful jobs and 
careers. Hopefully, those jobs and careers will be 
available here in Lansing and the Lansing area so that 
our children do not have to move to the ‘‘Sunbelt”’ for 
work. 


Area Economic Development: City government has 
played a role in a wide variety of economic develop- 
ment efforts over the past several years. As examples 
of major new projects, I point to such things as the 
new Motor Wheel Headquarters and Research Facili- 
ty; the Michigan Bio-Technology Institute; the Capital 
City Airport Super Flight Station; the Hannah 
Technology and Research Center; a major retail center 
at South Cedar and Edgewood; the expansion of Snell 
Environment Group laboratories; and an expansion of 
Interstate Foods. 
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Improvements in downtown Lansing: During the 
late 1970’s and early 80’s there was a real sense of' 
despair about our downtown. We had tried for years 
to build something on our 100-block parking lot; 
businesses had either closed up or left downtown for 
the malls; and culture had seemingly left the central 
City. When I took office I pledged that I would work 
closely with you and others to re-create a strong, 
healthy downtown. I stated then, and I continue to 
believe, that our community is like a wheel; a strong 
downtown is a necessary hub to strong neighbor- 
hoods. 


There still are many improvements that can be made 
downtown. However, I believe it is fair to say tonight 
that we have turned the corner there. Our downtown 
is again a center of governmental, economic, cultural, 
financial, and educational activity for the greater Lan- 
sing region. It generates more than its share of proper- 
ty and income tax revenues which help to fund 
neighborhood services throughout the City. 


In the past few years we have accomplished much in 
the way of new building. Let’s pause to list a few of 
our projects: a 100-block office building and hotel; a 
new exhibition hall, called Lansing Center, for trade 
and other shows; a newly-renovated Poxson Building 
to be called Grandview Plaza; a new Accident Fund of 
Michigan Building; a new State Chamber of Com- 
merce Building; a renovated Knapps Centre; a 
renovated Michigan Theater; and many others. 
Recently we saw plans for a new Summit Building. (I 
sincerely apologize if | have left anyone’s project out 
of this list.) 


We also are nearing completion of the “Approach 
to the Capitol’’ project which has tremendously 
beautified Michigan Avenue; we have, after much 
discussion, opened the Washington Mall to traffic 
evenings and week-ends; we are replacing the 
Michigan Avenue bridge over Museum Drive and 
recreating Museum Drive; and we have created much 
new parking, including a 640-space addition to the 
North Grand Parking Garage plus 450 spaces at the 
Lansing Center. Currently we are re-examining a 
number of traffic patterns in the downtown with an 
eye to further improvements. 


The largest new downtown facility is the new $40 
million Michigan Heritage Center now under con- 
struction. This facility will house the State Library, 
State Historical Museum, and State Archives. It will 
attract a steady flow of visitors from all over the state. 
Currently, the State-City Downtown Task Force also 
is looking at the possibility of a state park in the 
downtown which would beautify the area and attract 
visitors. 


Finally, let’s not forget all of the improvements we 
have seen in our downtown cultural and educational 
attractions, The beautiful Riverfront Park, for exam- 
ple, is now home to a growing cultural complex, and 
the Center for the Arts has undertaken many im- 
provements. Of course, we are indebted to downtown 
educational institutions, including Lansing Communi- 
ty College, Cooley Law School, and Davenport Busi- 
ness College. 


Our downtown has not been improved without con- 
troversy, however. As you are well aware, we are in 
the midst of a debate over a proposed hotel, con- 
ference center, public plaza, and parking facility on 
Michigan Avenue (between Cedar and Larch.) I have 
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been pleased that a majority of Councilmembers took 
a leadership role in creating this project; however, I 
must say that I also am disappointed to see some of 
our old negativism creep back to oppose it for selfish 
political and economic reasons. 


Currently, aspects of the proposed new project and 
the petition drive that opposed it are being litigated in 
our court system. Some even have accused me of op- 
posing the people’s right to vote on this issue. 
However, as a former government teacher, I firmly 
believe in Thomas Jefferson’s statement that there is 
“no safe depository of the ultimate powers of the 
society but the people themselves; and if we think 
them not enlightened enough to exercise their control 
with a wholesome discretion, the remedy is not to take 
it from them, but to inform their discretion.”’ 


However, I also believe, and I know you do also, in 
the statement made by John Adams: ‘‘We are a 
government of laws, and not of men.’’ And our City 
Attorney and others have said the petitioners did not 
follow some fundamental aspects of Michigan election 
law, With this in mind, let us allow our legal system to 
do its work without undue criticisms or negative ac- 
cusations of individuals. I am hopeful that when we 
are finished we will have served the interests of our 
constituents in this matter. 


As I close this section, I again want to thank our 
local media, particularly the Lansing State Journal, 
for keeping downtown issues in public view. This has 
been very helpful over the past several years. 1 also 
want to thank the Governor and other State leaders 
and many private people, particularly those persons 
who created Lansing 2000, for their work in moving 
the downtown forward. 


PRIORITY: Recreation and Culture 


I already have spoken of much of the cultural activi- 
ty in our downtown. Here I will briefly mention two 
significant cultural activities of 1986: 


¢ Last summer we opened a penguin house at the 
Potter Park Zoo. I am told, and believe it is so, that 
this facility is the finest of its kind in the Midwest. Cer- 
tainly it was a significant part of the attractions that 
brought 500,000 persons to our Zoo last year. As you 
know, we currently also are in the process of building 
a new primate and feline facility at the Zoo. This, too, 
will be one of the finest of its kind. Our Zoo already is 
the largest cultural attraction in our community; I ex- 
pect it to get even better in 1987. 


* We recently received $500,000 in so-called ‘“‘Equi- 
ty Funds”’ from the State. These funds will be used to 
assist a number of community cultural attractions, in- 
cluding the Zoo, our convention facilities, and Lans- 
ing arts agencies. This is the third year of this program 
and it already has done much to assist Lansing’s 
cultural programs. 


PRIORITY: Human Services 


In each of my previous messages, I have used a 
quote from Franklin D. Roosevelt. | want to use it 
again, because it has real meaning for us. ‘‘Better,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the occasional faults of a government that lives 
in a spirit of charity than the consistent omissions of a 
government frozen in the ice of our own indiffer- 
ence.”” 
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I remain proud of the compassionate ways that Lan- 
sing people continue to respond to the needs of our 
less fortunate citizens. I don’t have to remind you that 
those needs remain real. Many of our citizens continue 
to display a true spirit of Judeo-Christian compassion 
and love. 


City government, too, is actively involved in 
assisting people in need through a variety of programs. 
As examples, we assist to provide food, shelter, 
energy, mental health, delinquency prevention, han- 
dicapper, child care, safety, substance abuse, and 
many other support programs. In 1986 we moved to 
help people living in the streets with a new daytime 
center for homeless persons, Let us commit ourselves 
tonight to the improvement, wherever possible, of 
those programs. 


PRIORITY: Personnel Improvements 


| think it is an appropriate time to recall words of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. when he accepted a Nobel 
Prize in 1964: ‘‘I have a dream that my four little 
children will one day live in a nation where they will 
not be judged by the color of their skin, but by the 
content of their character.”’ 


I believe we have made progress toward that goal 
here in Lansing City government. In 1984 I personally 
got involved in City hiring. I note that of the 211 per- 
sons we hired between July 1, 1984 and November 30, 
1986, 38 (18%) are black; 17 (8%) are hispanic; and § 
(2%) are American Indians or Asian. Our City 
workforce changes slowly over time; however, this 
progress is moving our staff much closer to our goal of 
a City staff that reflects the City’s people. 


PRIORITY: the Lowest Possible Tax Rate 


I believe we all agree that the lowest possible tax rate 
is important. Instead of discussing taxes here, though, 
I will include them as part of the following section 
which is required by our Charter as a part of my an- 
nual message to you. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY 


Our Charter requires that | include discussion of the 
City’s financial condition as part of this message, and 
| am pleased to do so. 


As I noted earlier, we are in the fourth year of 
economic growth. This growth has been reflected in 
our City income taxes and our Staie-shared revenues 
(which together account for nearly half of our total 
revenues). 


However, the growth in these revenues has begun to 
slow because our rate of economic growth has begun 
to slow somewhat. We all are aware of the efforts of 
General Motors and Oldsmobile to retain their share 
of the auto market and to reduce costs. | am pleased 
the Lansing has been impacted by this process less 
than some other Michigan communities. 


We also benefit from a balanced local economy that 
is supported by State government, Michigan State 
University and other schools, the health industry, 
auto-related companies, and other businesses and pro- 
fessions. 
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One thing ought to be clear, however: we must start 
to anticipate that future revenues may not keep pace 
with the costs of maintaining services. Our Finance 
Director has said that he expects no more than three 
per cent growth in next year’s revenues. This will have 
an effect on our capital improvements and economic 
development programs. It also will make it difficult to 
expand existing services. 


Proposed Federal budget: The President’s proposed 
budget also indicates likely cutbacks for cities. If pass- 
ed by the Congress it would not re-enact the revenue- 
sharing program. It also would (1) reduce the Com- 
munity Development Block Program; (2) eliminate the 
Urban Development Action Grant program; and (3) 
phase out support of waste-water construction grants. 


Indirectly, the proposed budget also could reduce 
funds for Lansing’s highways, housing, and transpor- 
tation systems. In addition, it could increase medicare 
coverage costs for City employees and increase 
gasoline costs for our City vehicles. 


Needed: a stronger ‘‘Rainy Day’? fund: Over the 
next several weeks I will consider and prepare my 
1987-88 budget message to you. I will tell you now, 
however, that I am very concerned about Federal cut- 
backs and possible weakening tax revenues. Thus I in- 
tend to recommend that we begin to re-build our 
“*Rainy Day’’ reserve fund. 


As a way of funding this reserve, I am considering 
asking you to impose the one per cent collection fee on 
property taxes. As you know, this is authorized under 
Michigan law and has already been done by several of 
our neighboring communities. 


Summary: Lansing’s financial condition currently is 
stable. However, we must be concerned about the 
future in light of: (1) further Federal reductions and 
(2) a potential weakening in the growth of our 
Michigan and local economy. 


CONCLUSION 


“‘The first duty of government,”’ said John Ruskin 
in 1867, ‘‘is to see that people have food, fuel, and 
clothes.’’ I agree with him in the sense that I believe 
that Lansing City government must provide the 
basics—and provide them well. 


The basics to me mean those things that municipal 
government can do that will make our Lansing 
neighborhoods better places to live. It means police 
and fire protection, housing code enforcement, refuse 
pick-up, good streets and sidewalks, excellent parks, 
and more. It also means a low tax rate that will en- 
courage people to maintain their own homes. 


Of course, we must pay for City services. This 
means we must raise an adequate amount of money. 
This, in turn, means that we must have a thriving, 
growing economy, one that generates tax dollars 
because people are working and earning. This is the 
reason that most of us, at least, have been working so 
hard to build a stronger downtown and a stronger 
economic environment in Lansing. 


I hope we will continue this work in a spirit of 
cooperation and trust. I commend the people of 
Lansing for their part and I thank you members of 
Council for your leadership role. As I said at the start 
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of this message, I intend to work harder to make sure 
my staff and I are communicating well and working 
with you, and I look forward with you to a successful, 
prosperous 1987.

A SUMMARY OF LANSING CITY GOVERNMENT 
ACTIVITIES IN 1986 


Mayor Terry J. McKane 


During 1986 municipal government continued and 
initiated many activities to assist the people of Lansing 
and the region: 


ACTIVITIES OF ELECTED OFFICIALS 
Office of the Mayor 


During 1986 the Mayor and his staff continued to 
provide liaison and policy recommendations to Coun- 
cilmembers; administrative supervision and direction 
to City departments; and communications with the 
general public and with neighborhood, business, 
labor, government, religious, professional, and other 
civic groups. They also worked with Governor Blan- 
chard, Legislators, and other government officials. 


Cleophus Boyd, Jr. served as Executive Assistant to 
the Mayor. He particularly assisted as a coordinator 
for department directors. During much of the year he 
also served as the City’s chief labor negotiator. Tom 
Wilbur, Special Assistant, continued to write and edit 
materials (including this report), assist with govern- 
mental relations, and coordinate projects. 


Citizen Referral Specialist Pamala Fowler respond- 
ed to 2,000 citizen concerns in 1986—everything from 
simple requests for information to serious problems 
that could only be solved wtih direct involvement of 
the Mayor and assistance from City departments. 
Public Affairs Specialist JoEllen Flaherty coordinated 
work with the Lansing Neighborhood Council and 
other neighborhood groups. This work reflects the Ci- 
ty government’s concern with improving Lansing 
neighborhoods. 


Support staff—including Executive Secretary 
Rosemarie Kazenko and Secretaries Lois Bennett and 
Kecia Coats—assisted with a variety of projects. They 
also served as initial greeters to the many people who 
came into the office during 1986. Citizen volunteers, 
including Floyd Wright, Ann Drake, and Hilary 
Kloechner, also assisted the City through the office. 


Terry J. McKane serves as Mayor. He was elected in 
1981 after serving ten years on the City Council and 
was re-elected in 1985. 


Office of the City Clerk 


The Clerk is an elected administrative officer in 
Lansing government. Her office employs eight regular 
staff persons—including Deputy Ruth Ward—and oc- 
casional contract staffers to assist with projects, such 
as the counting of petition signatures. 
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During 1986 the office issued some 650 City licenses 
(for gasoline pumps, heating/air conditioning, 
mechanical devices, rubbish haulers, public drivers, 
etc.). Staff also processed some 8,000 birth certificates 
and 2,000 death certificates. 


The office processed some 8,000 new voter registra- 
tions and accomplished the administrative work for 
several changes in State election laws. Voter registra- 
tion information was computerized. Two elections 
were held—in August and November. More than 3,500 
people voted absentee ballots. 


The Clerk assisted with City Council meetings and 
kept accurate minutes and records of all meetings. 
Staff also filed all legal documents and contracts and 
administered oaths for board members and police of- 
ficers, 


Rita M. Bauman was elected Clerk in 1981 and re- 
elected in 1985. She has served nearly 30 years in City 
government including 16 as Deputy Clerk. 


Office of the City Council 


Under the leadership of President Tony Benavides 
and Vice President Alfreda Schmidt, the Council 
made much progress in 1986 toward its goal of revising 
the City’s Code of Ordinances. The following legisla- 
tion was completed and adopted: Fair Housing Code; 
Vehicles for Hire Code; Noise Regulation Code; 
Uniform Fire Code; Drug Paraphernalia Code; 
Department Heads Qualifications Code; and Amend- 
ments Code, In addition, major amendments were 
made to the Zoning Code; Building Code; Plumbing 
Code; Electrical Code; Mechanical Code; and Hous- 
ing Code. 


The Council adopted a City-wide policy on smoking 
restrictions and asked for voluntary compliance by 
employers and the public. The smoking restrictions in 
this April resolution are similar to those imposed by 
the Michigan Indoor Air Act which went into effect 
January 1, 1987. 


Another important Council policy involved a series 
of long-term improvements to the City’s public golf 
courses. Net revenue will, for the first time, be in- 
vested back into golf facility improvements. This will 
assist to bring City courses to first-class status. 


Councilmembers (and their length of service) are: 
Lucile E. Belen (31 years); Louis F. Adado (15 years); 
James D, Blair (13 years); Sidney P. Worthington (7 
years), Patrick E. Lindemann (7 years); Alfreda 
Schmidt (5 years); Charles M. Creamer (5 years); and 
Antonio ‘‘Tony’’ Benavides (5 years). 


PUBLIC PROTECTION AND SAFETY 
Police Department 


Uniform Division: Between January | and 
September 30, the Division responded to 86,964 calls 
for service. This was an increase of more than 17,000 
calls for the same period in 1985. 


The division implemented a Canine Unit. This Unit 
includes three officers and their dogs. It has had ex- 
cellent results and will be expanded as soon as possi- 
ble. 
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Investigations Division: The Division assigned 4,996 
cases for follow-up investigation between January | 
and September 30. This was a 24 per cent increase 
from 1985. 


The Youth Squad, developed in 1985, now has 
training and experience. It investigates crimes in which 
the victim or perpetrator is a youth. 


Criminal Intelligence Operations: During 1986 the 
unit closed down a major fencing and drug operation. 
This resulted in recovery of $10,000 in stolen property 
and the seizing of $110,000 in cash. 


Some 242 persons were charged with delivery of il- 
legal drugs on cases made by the Metro Narcotics 
Unit. The ‘‘street value’’ of seized drugs was estimated 
to be more than $1.8 million. Investigation of 
narcotic-related offenses continues as a police prior- 
ity. 


Operations Support Division: The Neighborhood 
Watch Program continued to grow in 1986. It now in- 
cludes 146 groups which serve a quarter of the 
households in Lansing. 


Administrative Support Division: The Personnel 
and Training Bureau continues to support high stan- 
dards in recruiting, selecting, and training personnel 
for the Department. In 1986 emphasis was placed on 
review and update of Departmental policies and pro- 
cedures. 


Richard A. Gleason has served as Chief of Police 
since March 14, 1976. 


Fire Department 


During 1986 the Department responded to 12,224 
alarms. Of these, 8,074 were alarms for medical 
assistance. This service was provided by paramedics 
and EMT’s. There were 339 building fires and 3,811 
alarms for other fires and assistance to citizens. 


The Home Survey program visited 771 Lansing 
homes in 1986. Smoke detectors were presented to 14 
homes. The Department continues to welcome dona- 
tion of fire detectors. 


Department personnel received 21,408 hours of ad- 
vanced training in 1986. This increased skill and per- 
formance levels. Courses included Hazardous 
Materials, Scott Paks, Officer Schooling, Disaster 
Control, Equipment Use Techniques 101, and Engi- 
neer Training on All Aparatus. 


Seven staff attended the National Fire Academy 
where they studied Hazardous Materials Team Forma- 
tion. 


Three awards for life saving incidents and seventeen 
awards for ‘‘Appreciation of Service’’ were given to 
personnel and citizens in 1986. 

Mark R. Holliday has served as Fire Chief since 
February 2, 1982. 


Public Service Department 


Engineering Division: The Division worked with the 
Michigan Department of Transportation on projects 
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at Jolly and Aurelius Roads; on Joliy between Penn- 
sylvania and Cedar; on the Washington Avenue 
Bridge; on the Michigan Avenue Bridge at Museum 
Drive; and on Michigan between Grand and Capitol 
Avenues. The cost of these Federally-funded projects: 
$3.9 million. 


The Division also let $3.6 million in other, non- 
Federally funded projects. The total cost of all pro- 
jects: $7,557,100. The average cost-per-project was 
$539,800. This may be compared to an average project 
cost of $150,450 for 1977-83. 


An estimated seven miles of streets were recon- 
structed or paved; about a mile of curb and gutter was 
built; some five miles of sidewalk was repaired; and 
250,000 bricks were placed in the ‘‘Approach to the 
Capitol’ project. Finally, staff prepared a weekly 
construction report and video report during the con- 
struction season. 


Operations and Maintainence Division: The Divi- 
sion is responsible for street, vehicle, and sewer 
maintenance activities. The emphasis is on preven- 
tive—rather than corrective—maintenance. For exam- 
ple, efforts were increased 3.5% to perform pothole- 
prevention activities (including crackfilling, skinpat- 
ching, and base repair). In addition, 2,000 feet of 
sewer were constructed. 


The Division also is responsible for snow/ice con- 
trol. When the City gets more than four inches of 
snow all streets, alleys, and cul-de-sacs are plowed. A 
study was done to improve this activity and changes 
were made in procedures, equipment, and plowing 
routes. During winter ’85-86 it took 24 hours to plow 
the City—as compared to 36 hours before the im- 
provements, This means a cost savings of about 25%. 


Finally, the Division is responsible for the orange 
bag refuse collection program. Bag sales increased 
2.4% in FY86 and the program continues as a low-cost 
collection alternative. 


Transportation Division: During 1986 the Division 
continued to install traffic signs; painted street/ 
sidewalk signs; installed new traffic signals at Grand 
River/Fairview and Lake Lansing/ North East Street; 
and installed downtown Christmas banners and Spar- 
row Hospital 90th Anniversary banners. 


The Parking staff has been involved in three park- 
ing projects: (1) the $4.9 million North Grand Ramp 
640-space expansion (opened August 18); (2) the 
Radisson/Ex-Hall pedway (expected completion: 
Spring, 1987); and (3) the Ex-Hall parking lot (partial- 
ly completed). Currently, staff is working with a con- 
sultant regarding possible future expansions. 


The merchant validation program proved its worth 
—it is at the capacity of current equipment. Modifica- 
tions are planned to let it grow further. 


Electronic parking meters will be placed along 
Michigan Avenue “‘Approach to the Capitol.’’ These 
are new to the meter industry and only a few have been 
installed throughout the country. Coins may be in- 
serted in one slot and they automatically register a 
digital time readout. 


Construction to allow the Washington Mall to be 
open to traffic is completed. This allows traffic be- 
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tween the malls after 6 PM and on week-ends. Attend- 
ed parking will still be available during business hours. 


Wastewater Division: During 1986, the sewage col- 
lection system transported 9.1 billion gallons to the 
wastewater treatment plant with the full volume 
receiving primary treatment. Secondary and tertiary 
treatment was provided for 8.7 billion gallons. The 
treatment process generated 64.4 million gallons of 
sewage which was stabilized and dewatered to 5,227 
tons of sludge for disposal by incineration or landfill. 
The plant had only one non-compliance with its 
Federal permit and effluent was in 99% compliance. 


Progress continued on Phase I of the 201 Facilities 
Plan; the new plant screen facility and Lansing 
Avenue, Harton Street, Frances Park, Tecumseh, 
Willard, Shubel, and Donald Street pump stations 
were put in service; 2.2 miles of sanitary sewers and 
4.2 miles of storm sewers were installed; Segment II] 
construction was begun; and new odor control systems 
were put on line at the plant. Some $22.6 million was 
spent in improvements. 


Finally, the Industrial Pre-Treatment Program con- 
tinued to work with industry and regulatory agencies 
to control hazardous/toxic materials. 


Howard G. McCaffery has served as Director of 
Public Service since January 1, 1980. 


Parks and Recreation Department 


A great many people use our parks and recreation 
facilities. If I may give a couple examples: 800 softball 
and other teams and 10,000 players used our sporting 
facilities last year, and nearly 15,000 persons have 
used our Washington Ice Rink since it opened for the 
winter on November 25th. The Department also main- 
tains a large and beautiful parks system. As an exam- 
ple of maintenance, staff cut an 6,500 acres of grass 
last summer. 


Crego Park and toxic waste: During 1986, the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources (DNR) 
reported that there were toxic PCB’s found in various 
Crego Park locations. The soils were further tested by 
a consultant. It was found that the toxicity levels were 
less than thought; however, some soils will still have to 
be removed from the site. 


Additional study will be done by the DNR in order 
to identify locations where barrels and other metal ob- 
jects may be buried. These will have to be unearthed, 
their contents identified, and any toxic materials 
disposed of in an authorized landfill. 


Potter Park Zoo: The renovation and new construc- 
tion of the Zoo was begun in 1986. Projects included 
the installation of new underground utilities (using 
State ‘‘Equity’’ funds) and the opening of a new 
penguin exhibit (using City and Zoo Society funds). It 
is the most modern outdoor penguin exhibit in the 
Midwest. 


Zoo attendance reached the half million mark in 
1986. This makes it the most popular family cultural- 
recreation activity in mid-Michigan. 


City Market: During 1986 the Department created 
and implemented a new lease for Market vendors. 
This allows the City to better determine and maintain 
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a balanced composition of vendors and puts them on a 
definite renewal cycle. By limiting the number of 
tables that a vendor can lease, there are additional op- 
portunities for new businesses. 


Fenner Arboretum and Turner-Dodge: These two 
programs are growing in popularity—particularly dur- 
ing the summer day camp program. A ‘‘Living 
History”” program has been added at Turner-Dodge. 
Staff there dress in period costumes and help visitors 
act out activities that would take place during the 
1800’s. This is being expanded to include adult tours. 


Tree planting: The Forestry Division planted nearly 
1,400 young trees in residential areas. In cooperation 
with the State, additional trees were planted in Ferris 
and Reutter Parks and along Michigan Avenue near 
Frandor. These activities were part of the new City- 
State cooperative efforts. 


Riverfront Park: Major efforts were made in several 
parts of the park. Increased maintenance was done on 
the Riverfront Trail—particularly to clean up litter 
and glass and to better maintain shrubs and trees. A 
plan has been developed which will continue efforts to 
maintain the Trail at an overall ‘“‘A’’ level. This will 
take several years to accomplish; however, work dur- 
ing the first year has shown a distinct improvement. 


Douglas P. Finley has served as Parks and Recrea- 
tion Director since December, 1976. 


Planning and Municipal Development Department 


Significant 1986 accomplishments included staff 
support of the City-State downtown revitalization ef- 
fort; the development of the Poxson site for an office 
building (Grandview Plaza); development of the 
Michigan Square, Embassy Suites Hotel, and con- 
ference center (which is currently clouded by an anti- 
project petition drive); beginning of construction of 
phase I of Edgewood Boulevard; and revisions to the 
Lansing Housing Code (including rental housing licen- 
sing). 


Building Safety Division: The Division issued 5,542 
permits in IFY86. These included 1,521 building per- 
mits valued at 189 million—a 95% increase over FY85 
and a new high for Lansing. Some 18,609 field inspec- 
tions were made in regard to the permits—an increase 
of 634. 


Code compliance activities included 6,407 housing 
violation inspections; 2,773 weed and grass violations; 
3,177 trash violations; 3,327 zoning inspections; 451 
front yard parking warnings; and 1,459 front yard 
parking tickets. All compliance figures represented an 
increase over last year. 


FY86 Departmental revenues totaled $721,212—up 
from $566,990 in FY85. 


Development Division: Direct assistance, including 
rehabilitation loans, weatherization assistance, or 
Federal/State housing aid, was given to 329 housing 
units. In addition, 33 housing units were ac- 
quired—either because of poor condition or because 
the land was needed for a public use; fifteen vacant 
lots were sold to adjacent property owners in 
Neighborhood Development Areas; and three vacant 
homes were successfully homesteaded. Finally, small 
business loans were made to six local businesses. 
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Planning Division: As mentioned, staff support was 
given the downtown revitalization committees and the 
Embassy Suites/Michigan Square project. In addi- 
tion, several Citizens District Committees were 
established to help improve the Capital Commons 
area and to plan for Michigan Square. 


The Division undertook 21 tax abatement reviews; 
conducted 40 Public Act 285 land use reviews; and 
processed 53 rezoning and special land use requests. 
Finally, staff processed 86 requests to vary the zoning 
code and answered some 12,500 zoning information 
requests. 


Office of the Program Coordinator: Help was given 
in preparing several grant applications. These totaled 
approximately $1 million. 


Alan E. Tubbs has served as Director of Planning 
and Municipal Development since January 1, 1983. 


Human Resources Department 


During 1986 the Department contracted some 
$628,000 in general funds for human services. The 
contract agencies made an estimated 132,000 person 
contacts (121,000 were to Lansing residents). Services 
included family and child services, which included 
food, shelter, clothing, and energy aid; health and 
mental health services; and crime and delinquency 
prevention services. Including private, City and other 
funds, the cost of these services was more than $5.6 
million. 


The City also supported cultural, recreation, safety, 
and tourism agencies. In 1986 nearly $222,000 was 
presented to these agencies from City and City- 
administered State funds, These agencies provided an 
estimated 108,000 person contacts (67,000 were to 
Lansing residents). Including private, City (or City- 
administered), and other funds, the cost of these pro- 
grams was $2.5 million. 


Department staff serve on numerous coalitions, 
task forces, committees and boards. Several new 
human services programs have come from these 
groups. They include: Turning Point, a program for 
“high risk’’ youth, funded by the State; the Childrens’ 
Trust Fund Council; the Mid-Michigan Council on 
Adolescence, funded by the State; teen-age pregnancy 
programs for the Council on Adolescent Center; and 
the Black Child and Family Institute, proposed to be 


funded by the United Way. 


New programs funded by the City include: a pro- 
gram targeted toward certain East Side elementary 
schools (in cooperation with the State, Ingham Coun- 
ty, School District, and Michigan State University); a 
child treatment program, operated by the Ingham 
County Health Department; and a Daytime Resources 
Center, operated by the Community Services and 
Referral Center. 


Jacqueline Warr has served as Human Services 
Director since July 1, 1975. 


STAFF SERVICES 


The following departments often inter-act with the 
public. However, their prime responsibility is to pro- 
vide necessary supportive services to other City 
departments.

Administrative Services Department 


During 1986 the Department continued to work to 
improve City efficiency. Examples: 


A new Centrex V telephone system was installed in 
the City Hall complex and Police Building. It resulted 
in better phone service at less cost. 


Energy saving devices have been completely in- 
stalled—as of March, 1986. An estimated $50,000 was 
saved in the first seven months. Some $20,000 of this 
was a savings for the City. 


The Burroughs A9 computer continued to provide 
excellent service. It was available 98% of the time in 
1986 and afforded 21 user hours for each single hour 
of operation. Sixty requests to update existing pro- 
grams were completed. In addition, a new ‘‘on line’’ 
voter registration system was put into operation. 


Nineteen IBM microcomputers were installed in a 
variety of City locations. They will provide new 
capabilities to financial management, public services, 
fire, and other important service areas. 


The Central Garage staff assisted the Fire Depart- 
ment to specify more effective equipment. This includ- 
ed a new manpower unit. Police patrol vehicle options 
were defined and evaluated through extensive testing 
of equipment. Finally, a computerized inventory 
system was installed. 


David Purvis has served as Administrative Services 
Director since February 5, 1979. 


Finance Department 


During 1986 the Department increasingly used com- 
puters as financial forecasting and reporting tools. 
Additional computer applications were made in the 
accounting, budget, and assessor offices. 


Risk management has required attention in recent 
years. Most cities, including ours, are squeezed 
because of rising liability insurance costs. Thus many 
are forced into self insurance plans. Recent legislation 
may have a positive impact on Lansing’s liability in- 
surance problems. 


Income Tax Division: The Treasurer and Income 
Tax Division continued to emphasize the audit and en- 
forcement of the City’s income tax ordinance. Staff 
worked closely with employers regarding tax with- 
holding requirements to insure a high rate of tax com- 
pliance. 


Budget Division: The Division received the Govern- 
ment Finance Officers Association’s ‘‘Distinguished 
Budget Presentation’’ award in 1986. This represented 
a significant accomplishment in this area by City 
government. 


During 1986 the City Council instituted a change in 
the budget format. Beginning in 1987, the format will 
more clearly emphasize budgeting by total function or 
program. 


Accounting Division: The Division again received 
the Accounting Association’s ‘‘Certificate of Comfor- 
mance” award. This reflects excellence in reporting 
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and was the eighth year the award was given to 
Lansing. 


Assessment Division: The Assessor’s Office main- 
tained a 1.0 equalization on property assessments in 
1986, This indicates the staff’s continued emphasis on 
uniformity and equity in property assessment practice. 


The City’s Retirement Boards continued to work 
with the Finance Director to review investment 
policies, maximize investment returns, and otherwise 
make adequate provision for an increasing number of 
City retirees. 


James W. Dowsett has served as Finance Depart- 
ment Director since November 11, 1971. 


Labor Relations Department 


During 1986 the Department negotiated one new 
labor agreement (with the 9-1-1 operators) and two 
continuation contracts (with police supervisory and 
firefighter groups). 


The Department currently is representing the City in 
negotiations with the Lansing Independent Employees 
Union. Other activities include participating in interest 
arbitrations (9-1-1 operators and police nonsupervisor 
unit), resolving union disputes, providing manage- 
ment training, and generally administering the City’s 
labor agreements. 


The Mayor’s Executive Assistant, Cleophus Boyd, 
Jr., currently is directing the City’s labor relations ac- 
tivities on a temporary basis. 


Law Department 


During 1986 the Department continued to rigorous- 
ly presecute ordinance violations—particularly in the 
areas of solicitation and building code enforcement. 
Special attention was successfully focused to improve 
targeted Lansing neighborhoods. This was done in 
cooperation with the Police, Fire, Planning and 
Municipal Development, and other Departments, 


under the direction of the Mayor’s office. 


The Department also increased its legal work in con- 
nection with economic development. In particular, 
staff worked to support downtown hotel development 
and the exhibition hall. A new Authority was legally 
created to operate the exhibition hall and Civic 
Center. 


Finally, staff assisted the review and rewrite of the 
City Code of Ordinances and sought forfeiture of 
narcotics-related monies from criminals. 


Alvan P. Knot has been acting as City Attorney 
since the November 21, 1986 resignation of Steve 
Sawyer, the City’s longest-serving City Attorney. 


Personnel and Training Department 

The Department devoted much time to general 
supervision of the personnel system, benefits supervi- 
sion and coordination, employee training, recognition 


activities, and safety programming. 


Recruitment programs were developed to meet 
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unique departmental needs. Recognition activities 
were expanded and promoted more—as examples, a 
“Public Works Week’’ was observed in honor of blue 
collar workers and a retiree dinner/dance was held 
(this will be a bi-annual event). 


A classification plan for blue collar employees was 
developed and the Department offered training in 
such areas as Hay methodology, personal computers, 
word processing, safety issues, fringe benefits, and 
Federal/State legislation (as it applies to City 
employees). 


Karen M. Jackson has served as Director of Person- 
nel and Training since October 3, 1983. 


Purchasing Department 


The Department processed $49 million in project 
dollar volume in 1986. This compares with $11 million 
in 1983— a 400% increase since then. 


Staff assisted other City departments with more 
than 200 quotes, bids, and professional services pro- 
posals worth $1.048 million. Staff also held auctions 
or sales of articles and vehicles. These activities 
generated $177,000 in revenue for the City. 


A major project was the Lansing Center. Con- 
sultants estimated the furniture and fixtures for this 
project would be $673,000. However, by using effec- 
tive purchasing practices, the Department estimates it 
saved the City $453,000 in the purchase of these items. 


Other major purchasing projects included City 
wastewater treatment system improvements, ‘‘Ap- 
proach to the Capitol,’’ and Zoo improvements. 


Vaughn L. McKinch has served as Purchasing 
Director since December 23, 1969. 


Departments under Supervision of the Mayor 


Human Relations Department: During 1986 the 
Department coordinated the fifth annual Martin 
Luther King, Jr. birthday commemoration. The 
Department also held an annual Human Relations 
Board dinner where Dr. William Harrison was given 
the Hugo B. Lundberg, Jr. Human Rights Award. 


On March 10 the Fair Housing Ordinance was 
amended. This provides for protection against 
discrimination because of religion, race, color, sex, 
age, marital status, ancestry, national origin, political 
orientation, handicap, or when an individual’s income 
is derived from alimony, child support, or public 
assistance. 


The Department continued to review and analyze 
City hiring, promotion and transfer policies as they 
relate to our Affirmative Action Plan. Staff also 
monitored 26 projects involving 355 contractors to in- 
sure compliance with Federal Fair Labor Standards 
provisions. 


In addition, the Department: conducted sexual 
harassment seminars; continued to utilize a Telecom- 
munications Device for the Deaf (TDD) as an aid to all 
City departments; received complaints of alleged 
discrimination (799 ‘‘rapid charge’’ petitions were 
processed and 17 written complaints were in- 
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vestigated); and continued to work closely with the 
Michigan Civil Rights Commission and the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. 


Richard D. Letts has directed Human Relations 
since July 1, 1965. 


Office of Emergency Services: In compliance with 
Federal guidelines, all emergency plans and pro- 
cedures were reviewed and updated. Command Post 
operations were conducted in response to several flash 
flood watches, multiple fire alarms, and hazardous 
materials operations. 


A comparison of Lansing’s emergency management 
capabilities against standards developed by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency resulted in a com- 
posite capability index of 96. This is considerably 
higher than the national median index. 


James A. Holcomb became the first Civil Defense 
Director on August 1, 1963. In 1977 his title was 
changed to Director of Emergency Services. 


OTHER CITY AGENCIES 


Following are reports of City agencies that operate 
independently—though their boards are appointed by 
the Mayor and confirmed by Council. 


Board of Water and Light 


During 1986, sixteen Board task forces examined 
issues related to the utility industry. A strategic 
business plan emerged from this work. It has six broad 
goal areas, each with specific objectives and 
measurements. 


The BWL staff was re-organized during 1986 to re- 
emphasize its three businesses—electric, water, and 
steam utilities. The new structure will respond to two 
issues that emerged from the planning process: needs 
to (1) focus more attention on the BWL’s basic three 
businesses and (2) broaden the General Manager’s in- 
put from other managers. 


Staff is aggressively marketing its product in the 
redeveloping downtown area. During 1986, steam 
service contracts were signed with the Radisson Hotel, 
the new Lansing Center, the Michigan State Chamber 
of Commerce building, and the new State Accident 
Fund building. 


For the second year the electrical utility was award- 
ed first place in the American Power Association’s an- 
nual safety contest. The utility had the best safety 
record of any comparable-sized utility. The water 
utility received the American Water Works Associa- 
tion’s top safety award, the Award of Excellence. 


Also the Board participated in refinancing the Belle 
River Power Plant bonds. This will save BWL 
customers an estimated $137 million in interest 
payments over the next 32 years. 


Dewitt, Delta, Lansing, and Windsor Townships 
approved 30-year BWL electric franchises. These per- 
mit the Board to offer electric service to new 
developments in the townships. The BWL also agreed 
to sell excess power to Consumers Power, the 
Michigan Public Power Agency, and the Southeastern 
Michigan Rural Electric Cooperative. All these con- 
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tracts will more fully utilize the BWL’s power capaci- 
ty. 


Effective November 12, the BWL increased water 
rates by 10.55%. This will avert a cash flow shortage 
caused by (1) the need to remove some 685,000 pounds 
of calcium carbonate sludge stored in holding ponds 
near Aurelius Road (this is a water conditioning by- 
product and has been accumulating since the 
1930’s—disposal will cost $600,000 per year) and (2) a 
major new program to replace aging equipment and 
water mains. 


Joseph Pandy, Jr. has served as Board of Water and 
Light General Manager since January 2, 1985. 


Convention and Exhibition Authority 


During 1986 the City created a new Authority to 
manage its convention facilities and work with hotels, 
the Convention Bureau, and others in the local 
hospitality industry. With the opening of the Lansing 
Center and new hotels, it is believed that Lansing can 
compete effectively for a share of the convention and 
trade show industry. 


Already more than forty events have been confirm- 
ed at the Lansing Center for 1987. It is estimated that 
each Lansing Center user will spend $100 per day in 
the community. 


Cora M. Hugely serves as our first Director of the 
Convention and Exhibition Authority. 


Economic Development Corporation 


During 1986—after 17 years of efforts—the 
257-room Radisson Hotel and Restaurant opened on 
the downtown 100-block. This hotel, in combination 
with a new convention facility, parking, and other 
development, again positions Lansing as a major con- 
vention center. 


Also finalized during 1986: the sale and laboratory 
expansion of Snell Environmental Group, Inc.; finan- 
cing of the Poxson Building renovation (to be called 
Grandview Plaza); and financing of a medical office 
building adjacent to Lansing General Hospital. 


Also during 1986, ground was broken for the 
Michigan Biotechnology Institute headquarters and 
the Michigan Accident Fund building. Both these 
organizations are expanding employment along with 
their building programs. 


Emerson B. Ohl has served as Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation Executive Director since October 
29, 1979. 


Lansing Housing Commission 


There has been an increase in demand for low- 
income housing in Lansing. This has resulted in an in- 
creased occupancy percentage in Commission hous- 
ing—to 98.5% from 92%. In addition, in 1986, the 
Commission completed 79 new rental units. 


As a way of meeting further demand the Commis- 
sion has submitted additional applications for building 
to the Federal government. 
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The Commission’s current emphasis is to rehabili- 
tate Mt. Vernon, a 20-year-old development. 
Rehabilitation will be accomplished through a 
$516,000 Housing and Urban Development grant. It is 
expected to take four years to complete. 


Walter Norris, Jr. has served as Housing Commis- 
sion Executive Director since October 29, 1979.

Council President Tony Benavides and 
Lansing City Councilmembers 


Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


As you are probably aware, the Lansing Board of 
Water and Light offers electric rates that are among 
the lowest in the nation. We’re pleased that we’ve 
been able to hold the line on electric rates for the last 
seven years during a time when many of our com- 
petitors among investor-owned utilities have ex- 
perienced sharp increases. In fact, because we’ve been 
able to take advantage of declining coal prices, and 
have passed those savings on to our customers, 
monthly bills are slightly lower today than they were at 
the end of 1980. 


Unfortunately, the margin between our expenses 
and revenues has narrowed to the point where our 
Board of Commissioners must consider an electric rate 
adjustment. Although no final determination has been 
made, we anticipate we will need to increase revenue 
by eight to ten percent. 


In addition to determining revenue requirements, 
our board will ultimately approve specific rates that 
will allocate the increase among our various classes of 
customers. BWL staff has prepared the attached 
document that sets forth proposed rate making prin- 
ciples and specific objectives for the 1987 rate adjust- 
ment. We are sharing the document with you and 
others who represent a cross section of our electric 
customers. We invite your input on these principles 
and objectives so that our board may have the benefit 
of your thinking on these issues, Please limit your 
comments to one page on any single item and return 
them to me by Monday, January 26th. 


Please be assured that this invitation to comment is 
in addition to, not a substitute for, our public hearing 
process. It is simply an attempt on our part to gather 
input before our rate setting procedure gets underway. 


We look forward to receiving your comments by 
January 26th. Should you have questions about the 
principles or objectives, or the supporting at- 
tachments, pleas contact Dana Tousley, BWL Finan- 
cial Planning Director at 371-6790.

You may remember that just prior to completing the 
Radisson Hotel financing, the City Council approved 
a Covered Walkway Agreement which required the 
construction of an open air, canopied walkway be- 
tween the One Michigan Avenue Building and the 
Radisson Hotel. You will also remember that execu- 
tion of this Covered Walkway Agreement was 
necessary to obtain facade approval by the owners of 
One Michigan Avenue for the Radisson exterior; an 
approval granted by the City to the owners of One 
Michigan Avenue under a Restrictive Covenant. 


As the designs for the walkway were being 
developed, the building managers of One Michigan 
Avenue recognized that the utility of the walkway 
would be relatively limited; and the walkway could 
cause certain future problems to One Michigan 
Avenue. Consequently, the EDC staff and the 
building manager for One Michigan Avenue reopened 
negotiations with the new owners of One Michigan 
Avenue to terminate the Covered Walkway Agree- 
ment. These negotiations have been successful, and 
the discharge documents are enclosed.

Re: Claim of John and Jacqueline Lockhart 
Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


On October 2, 1985, John and Jacqueline Lockhart, 
3720 Glasgow, Lansing, filed a $1,000.50 claim for 
flood damages to the basement of their residence and 
its contents allegedly due to a defective City sewer 
system on February 23, 24 and April 5, 1985. 


The claim was investigated by the Public Service 
Department which reported that the department com- 
plaint file showed that sewer backups were reported 
on Glasgow Street on February 23 and April 5, 1985. 
Backups were due to sewer overloads caused by snow 
melt and rain. The overloads in area sewers were con- 
tributed by capacity limitations and structural failure 
of the pipes. At the time of these backups, the City 
had already been conducting actual construction for 
three years to correct the problem. Total construction 
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required $3,531,214.41. The Department reported that 
the City has not ignored the problem but has vigorous- 
ly acted to eliminate it completely. As of January 10, 
1986, all necessary corrective action has been com- 
pleted and the probability of backups occurring again 
because of sewer overloads is minimal. The Depart- 
ment recommends that this claim be denied because 
there is no evidence of negligence by the City of its 
employees. 


In addition, Ross v. Consumers Power Co., 420 
Mich 567 (1984) held that a municipality is cloaked 
with statutory governmental immunity when engaged 
in activities required by law, Chapter 27 of the Lansing 
Code of Ordinances requires the City to perform the 
activities involved in this case. Consequently, it is the 
recommendation of the Public Service Department 
and this office that this claim be denied.

This office referred this matter to the Public Service 
Department for its investigation. The Public Service 
Department has informed this Department that on 
June 11 and 12, 1986 the City of Lansing received rain- 
fall in excess of the 5.07’’ record rainfall received in 
1907. During the 24 hour period from 12 Noon on 
June 11, 1986 through June 12, 1986, 17 of the 27 
sanitary sewer pump stations registered high water 
alarms indicating that the pump stations were ex- 
ceeding their capacity. A review of the Public Service 
records indicates that the Willard Street Pump Station 
did exceed its capacity during this time and as a result 
backflow entered the claimant’s basement at 1909 E. 
Willard Avenue. 


As a municipality, the City of Lansing is immune 
from tort liability when it is engaged in the exercise 
and discharge of a governmental function. MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). Ross v. Consumers Power 
Co., 420 Mich 567 (1984) (on rehearing). The Lansing 
City Charter provides that the City shall have all 
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power granted by law to maintain and repair public 
utilities within its corporate limits. Sewer inspection 
and maintenance is, therefore, a governmental func- 
tion. In addition to the above mentioned law, facts do 
not exist which would indicated the existence of 
negligence on the part of the City. 


Based upon the above facts and law, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office and the Public Service 
Department that this claim should be denied based on 
governmental immunity and lack of negligence.

Over the past several months a group calling itself 
the ‘‘Lansing Taxpayers Association’? has sought to 
hold up a project that we created to revitalize our 
downtown, reduce City subsidy of convention facil- 
ities, and provide funding for public safety and other 
neighborhood services. 


Recently Donna Graves, the group’s treasurer, filed 
campaign finance reports with County Election Direc- 
tor Lingg Brewer. 


Surprises 

There are four surprises contained in these reports 
(if you thought the ‘‘Association’’ was a group of 
local ‘‘taxpayers’’): 


1. There actually have been two involved groups. 
The second is called ‘‘Clarion Marketing 
Committee.’’ Donna Graves also is listed as Treasurer 
for this Committee. 


2. As of December 31, 1986, the groups had raised 
and spent more than $43,000 (we may assume that ad- 
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ditional funds have since been raised and spent in 
1987), As you well know, this is a very substantial 
amount by past City election standards. 


3. Nearly all of the expended money came from only 
three sources: 


—Block 100 Partnership of Minnesota: $21,500 
—Clarion Marketing Committee: $21,000 
—Gordon Long of Meridian Township: $500 


$43,500 


Note: Exactly $179 (or one-tenth of one per cent) is 
listed as having come from local residents, And at least 
two of these persons were paid substantial amounts by 
the committees. 


4. The campaign appears to have been run by pro- 
fessionals. For example, Mark Grebner, (Practical 
Political Consulting) of East Lansing was paid (as of 
December 31) $1,515.07 for ‘‘consulting services.”’ 


Irregularities? 

There are a number of what might be termed “irre- 
gularities’’ in these two reports. I say this because I 
—like you—have had to file similar reports each time I 
have run for office. 1 have followed rules in these ef- 
forts that appear not to have been followed by Trea- 
surer Graves, 


Perhaps election officials and the media will ask 
Treasurer Graves and her colleagues such ‘“‘hard ques- 
tions’’ as: 


1. What individuals or corporations contributed the 
$21,000 reported by the ‘‘Clarion Marketing Commit- 
tee?’’ We have heard that Mr. Long phoned numerous 
business persons and asked them for $1,000 each to 
fight against the City’s project. 


I hope the names of these (twenty-one?) contribu- 
tors will be forthcoming very quickly. 


2. What specific ‘‘expenses’’ were persons “‘reim- 
bursed’’ for? You will note, for example, that Leslie 
Getchell of Alma was reimbursed $5,285.41 for ‘“‘ex- 
penses’’ and and ‘expense advances’? and that 
Margaret Herp of Lansing was given $1,000 for 
‘reimbursement of expenses.’’ 


I hope the exact nature of these anti-project ‘“‘ex- 
penses’’ will be forthcoming very quickly. 


3. What specifically did Tom Downs do to earn 
$10,000 in ‘‘legal services’’ in 1986 (1 presume he has 
already earned substantial additional funds in 1987)? 


In this regard, I note that numerous persons have 
assisted Mr. Downs at legal proceedings. Have these 
people been paid by the ‘‘Association’’? If so, who are 
they and what have they been doing? 


In regard to questions 2 and 3, I note that the 
Detroit Free Press has been questioning similar ‘‘ex- 
pense’’ listings of legislators. Though | repeat that 1 
am no attorney, it would appear to me that election 
law requires specificity in this matter. 


Conclusion 

As I said above, I am very surprised at the amount 
of funds that (so far) have gone to fight our effort to 
revitalize our downtown, reduce City subsidies, and 
provide neighborhood services.

Thus, I 
have been very concerned to appoint someone who 
will work well with you and who will be as responsive 
to your requests as to mine. : 


—The City Attorney is a very ‘‘visible’’ position. 
He/she often must publicly represent the City in legal 
proceedings. Thus, | have wanted to appoint someone 
who could articulate well the City’s position on a 
variety of issues. 


—I have wanted someone who is well trained in 
Michigan municipal law. Though not essential, | also 
have preferred to consider persons who already are 
familiar with our City Charter and with our past legal 
histories. These qualities in a City Attorney would 
save much time and expense. 


—Most important, | am concerned that our City 
Attorney make decisions based on the law. | most 
emphatically do not want a City Attorney who would 
make legal recommendations based on political or 
other expediency. 


I have spent a great deal of time over the past couple 
of months considering the City Attorney position. | 
have listened to each of you and to many local at- 
torneys and others. 


One thing is clear from my deliberations: no single 
person has the attributes that fully satisfy every Coun- 
cilmember and other interested persons. I want to ap- 
point a person who has the support of the majority of 
Council as well as the respect of the legal community 
in Lansing. . 
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With all of the above in mind and recognizing that 
all of you may not fully agree with me, I appoint 
Alvan P. Knot to the position of City Attorney and 
ask you to confirm him at your earliest convenience. 


I believe Mr. Knot has the professional and personal 
qualities necessary to be an excellent Lansing City At- 
torney. In his support, 1 have attached recommenda- 
tions from a variety of people including a number of 
private attorneys who generally don’t put something 
in writing unless they mean it. 


As always, I am prepared to discuss this appoint- 
ment with you at your convenience.

On January 23, 1987 an employee of Administrative 
Services, Ronald Borseth, filed a claim with the City 
seeking reimbursement in the amount of $1,381.11 to 
replace tools which were stolen from a City vechile on 
January 20, 1987. 


The Administrative Services Department has in- 
formed this office that as pre-condition to being hired 
by the City, the Claimant was required to purchase out 
of his own money tools necessary to perform the work 
required in his position. 


A review of the police report furnished to this office 
indicates that the tools were stolen out of an Ad- 
ministrative Services vehicle while it was parked in the 
Kingsley Community Center parking lot. The Police 
Department indicated to this office that at the same 
time, four (4) or five (5) other vehicles were also 
broken into. The Administrative Services employee 
who was utilizing the Claimant’s tools at Kingsley 
Community Center has informed this office that he 
did not lock the vehicle because he was performing a 
task at the Kingsley Center which required a number 
of trips back and forth between the vehicle and the 
Kingsley Center. 


Although attempts were made by the Claimant to 
cover the tools with household insurance in case of 
loss, insurance companies were unable to cover the 
tools because they were required to be utilized on 
behalf of the City. In addition, insurance from the Ci- 
ty was not available. 


The Administrative Services Department has 
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verified for this office the dollar amount of the claim 
and the type of tools the Claimant is seeking reim- 
bursement for. 


Based upon the above stated facts and the recom- 
mendation of the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment, it is the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be paid in the amount of $1,381.11.

On January 12, 1987, the Claimant, Timothy 
Farmer filed a claim with the City for reimbursement 
for damages occurring to the exhaust system of his 
motor vehicle on January 2, 1987 as a result of a pro- 
truding manhole at the intersection of Main Street and 
Washington Street. Claimant has submitted an 
estimate of $42.08 to repair the damage. 


The Public Service Department has informed this 
office that during the time period involved in this in- 
stance, the Public Service Department had roto-milled 
the intersection of Main Street and Washington Street 
and removed 1% to 2 inches of material. Therefore, 
any motor vehicle would safely clear any protruding 
manhole in the intersection. 


State statute provides that a governmental agency is 
immune from liability for damages caused by defective 
roadways when the governmental agency had 
knowledge of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the damage occurred. See 
MCLA 691.1403. A review of the facts does not in- 
dicate any negligence on the part of the City even if = 
governmental immunity is not applicable. Also, even < 
though a similar incident had occurred to another 
motor vehicle on December 28, 1986 at the same in- 
tersection, there is no record that indicates the Public 
Service Department had prior notice of the defect 
before this Claimant’s incident. 
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Based upon the facts and law set forth above, and 
the recommendation of the Public Service Depart- 
ment, it is the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

The Public Service Department has informed this 
office that the intersection of Main Street and 
Washington Street was roto-milled by the Public Ser- 
vice Department to accommodate a resurfacing during 
the time period the damage occurred to the Claimant. 
The milling has removed between 1% and 2 inches of 
material so therefore, any motor vehicle would safely 
clear any protruding manhole in the intersection. 


State statute provides that a governmental agency is 
immune from liability from damages caused by defec- 
tive highways when the governmental agency had 
knowledge of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the damage occurred. See 
MCLA 691.1403, A review of the facts does not in- 
dicate any negligence on the part of the City. In addi- 
tion, the City did not have notice of the defect prior to 
the Claimant’s incident. 


Based upon facts and law set forth above, and the 
recommendation of the Public Service Department, it 
is the recommendation of this office that the claim be 
denied. ff

During the course of the arrest, the accused turned 
around and struck the Claimant police officer several 
times in the face therby breaking the Claimant’s 
eyeglasses. The cost of replacement for the eyeglasses 
according to the bill submitted by the Claimant is 
$103.00. 


Where a police officer incurs a loss in the discharge 
of the officer's duties while duties are imposed or 
authorized by law, a City has the legal authority, if it 
so desires, to appropriate funds to reimburse the of- 
ficer for his/her loss. However, there is not a legal 
obligation on the part of the City to do so. See Horton 
v City of Kalamazoo 81 Mich App 78 (1978). 


In this instance, there is no question that the Clai- 
mant’s loss occurred while performing his duties as a 
polie officer. A review of the police report does not in- 
dicate any negligence occurred on the part of the 
police officer. In addition, a similar claim was paid by 
City Council on July 28, 1986. 


The Police Department has recommended to this 
office that the claim be paid.

The COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY AND

Reports as follows: Although there have been 18 
traffic accidents at this interection from January 1981 
through October 1986, the Transportation Division 
staff, the Traffic Board and the Mayor have recom- 
mended denial of the request for a signal light. The 
Committee reviewed the staff report, questioned the 
Transportation Engineer and the chairperson of the 
Traffic Board, and heard testimony from the Third 
Ward Councilmember. The staff recommendation is 
based on the low number of right-angle accidents, 
even though the total accident count is high. Of most 
concern is the fact that 10 of the 18 reported accidents 
in the study period have occurred since February 1985, 
or a 21-month period. The Third Ward Councilmem- 
ber reported that residents on the corner properties of 
this intersection have sustained property damage dur- 
ing some of these accidents. The Committee is not 
prepared to endorse the recommendation of the Ad- 
ministration and the Traffic Board at this time. The 
Committee requests that further analysis be perform- 
ed by the Transportation Division, for a report back 
to the Committee by July 1, 1987, containing a range 
of options that will solve or drastically reduce the pro- 
blem at the intersection. The staff is further requested 
to update speed, accident and volume statistics as part 
of the report.

Dear President Benavides and City

During the past five weeks, the Elected Officers 
Compensation Commission has: 1) compiled and 
reviewed internal and external data on compensation 
paid to elected officials; and 2) provided opportunities 
for all City of Lansing elected officials and other in- 
terested parties to meet with the Commission and 
share their thoughts on the subject. 


The Commission has completed its review and sub- 
mits the following recommendations: 


RECOMMENDATION I—MAYOR 


The Commission believes the current salary 
($51,685) for the position of Mayor of the City of 
Lansing is inappropriate for the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the office. 


A special equity adjustment of $3,600 is recom- 
mended beginning April 1, 1987—changing the salary 
to $55,285. It is further recommended that: 1) the 
salary be increased by 5% to $58,049 as of January 1, 
1988; and 2) effective July 1, 1988, the salary be in- 
creased by 4.5% to $60,661. 


RECOMMENDATION II—CITY CLERK 


The Commission likewise considers the current 
salary ($34,642) for the position of Lansing City Clerk 
to be less than adequate for the duties and respon- 
sibilities of that office. 


The position of City Clerk is entitled to a more ap- 
propriate salary, and the Commission recommends: 1) 
a salary increase of $2,750 to $37,392 effective July 1, 
1987; and 2) effective July 1, 1988, the salary be in- 
creased by $2,750 to $40, i42. 


RECOMMENDATION III—CITY COUNCIL- 
MEMBER 


The position of City Councilmember for the City of 
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Lansing (albeit a part-time position) is indeed an im- 
portant and very responsible one. 


In this connection, the Commission recommends: 1) 
the present salary $9,134) be increased by 5% to 
$9,591 effective July 1, 1987; and 2) effective July 1, 
1988, the salary be further increased by 5% to 
$10,070. 


In making the above recommendations, the Com- 
mission is not unaware that for a number of years, 
fifty percent or more of the Executive Management 
positions working under the Mayor have been com- 
pensated at a higher salary than the Mayor. The 
average salary for the executive management is 
calculated to be approximately $53,740. The recom- 
mended equity adjustment will increase the Mayor’s 
salary to a level that is more in keeping with the 
customary practice in both industry and public sector, 
to compensate such management and supervisory per- 
sonnel at higher rates than their subordinates. Subse- 
quent increases in 1988 will assist in minimizing the 
already existing salary disparity between the Mayor 
and the exeuctive management staff. 


The Commission has addressed this issue in the 
past, but no satisfactory solution has been found. 
While the Commission’s recommendations can im- 
prove the value of the position of Mayor with the Exe- 
cutive Management compensation plan, it does not 
and cannot correct the internal inequity that continues 
to exist. 


It is with emphasis that the Commission again notes 
that rejection of the above recommendations will only 
serve to compound the inequities apparent in the com- 
pensation of our elected officials and further com- 
plicate the role of the Elected Officers Compensation 
Commission.

Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


Tonight it is my privilege to present to you, and to 
all the citizens of Lansing, my sixth annual recom- 
mended budget. This budget represents some of the 
most difficult and far-reaching decisions I have had to 
make as Mayor. It presents the same challenge to you 
as Councilmembers, to deal with difficult and un- 
pleasant choices. The fiscal challenges we anticipated 
last year now undisputably confront us, and we can 
neither side step nor ignore them if our City’s services 
and fiscal stability are to be preserved. 


Federal Revenue Sharing, despite the hopes and ef- 
forts of many, was eliminated. The City of Lansing 
received its last and drastically reduced payment in the 
first quarter of the current fiscal year. You made only 
partial provision for that $2.8 million loss when you 
adopted this year’s budget. It is no longer uncertain; 
we cannot hope for continuity; the total elimination is 
fact. Other federal programs are either being elimin- 
ated or substantially reduced. 


Because we are experiencing a slow and uneven 
growth in our local economy, we also face a decline in 
our income tax revenues of more than $1.5 million 
from projected levels and now expect even $500,000 
less than the amount we actually collected last year. 
The Finance Director and I have kept you informed of 
this trend on a quarterly basis. We have virtually no 
growth in property tax values—less than 1.5 percent 
overall—which would increase property tax revenues. 


We face major increases in the costs of health care, 
up more than $800,000, and utilities, up $210,000, as 
well as new legal mandates of more than $250,000 
forced upon the City by State and Federal actions. We 
must contend with recurring increases in insurance 
and legal costs as we continue to be faced with liability 
and litigation for everything we do or don't do or that 
we encourage to happen on public property. 


Our local economy has some very positive things 
happening in the areas of new development and new 
jobs. It also has some weak points as major local 
employers continue consolidation to increase efficien- 
cy and profitability and as we see an increase in lower 
paid service jobs and a decrease in higher paid manu- 
facturing jobs. This is a state-wide and nation-wide 
trend. ‘ 


We cannot ignore the fact that Michigan recovered 


much later, and to a lesser extent, from the last reces- - 


sion than did other areas of the country. That reces- 
sion’s impacts are still with us. The tax base and its 
rate of growth were both pushed down, and while we 
have climbed back admirably, we must recognize that 
we were starting from behind. 


Current economic forecasts at the national, state, 
and local levels do not project strong growth. At best, 
continued moderate improvements are foreseen. At 
ihe same time, some major cost increases and revenue 
reductions must be faced and adjustments made in our 
budget and in our long term plans. 


I have looked long and hard at all these issues. I 
have listened to our constituents as they say what they 
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need, what they want, and what they are willing to pay 
for as taxpayers. 


I have concluded that we have to insure that we pro- 
vide quality basic services, most especially those which 
presently serve and protect our neighborhoods and 
our residents. That is my major goal, and I am totally 
committed to it. 


1 have also concluded that the City cannot continue 
to spend significantly more than it receives. For those 
who hoped and trusted that painful choices could be 
avoided and that money would somehow be made 
available, the hope was in vain. It’s now time to face 
the issue, to insure that the basics are addressed and to 
responsibly approve budgets that better balance 
expenditures and revenues. 


The good news is that we can achieve the twin goals 
of quality basic service delivery and of fiscal respon- 
sibility. Our course is not easy, but no one every pro- 
mised that an elected official only had to make easy 
and pleasant decisions, although some politicians 
seem to think so. 


I believe in Lansing, 1 believe in our citizens, and I 
believe that you do too. I know that if we work dili- 
gently and cooperatively we can best serve our citizens 
and meet the challenges that face us. I am acting on 
my beliefs and knowledge in presenting to you my 
recommended FY87-88 budget. 


To meet the needs and face the challenges ahead, I 
recommend to you a General Fund budget of 
$65,266,586 for operations, $587,361 for Capital Im- 
provements, and $700,000 for contingencies. 


TAX RATE AND FEES 


The citizens of Lansing voted last November to ap- 
prove the issuance of $22 million in General Obliga- 
tion Bonds for improvements to our streets and side- 
walks and for non-motorized transportation. Those 
bonds have been sold at very favorable interest rates, 
and the work, which I will speak more about in a few 
minutes, will begin this year. That affirmative vote of 
the citizenry will help us and them to insure im- 
provements to our streets, particularly in the neigh- 
borhoods. The annual cost of those bonds is 1.5 mills 
in debt levy being added to our property tax rate for 
the first time this July, as was indicated last fall. 


In addition, we have .95 mills of other existing debt 
levy, and I am proposing a one mill increase for opera- 
tions to offset the revenue shortfalls and rising costs of 
basic services. This would bring the total levy to 12.95 
mills for operations, plus 2.45 mills for debt for an 
overall levy of 15.4 mills. 


The significant increase in debt levy voted over- 
whelmingly by the citizens reflects that they have the 
same concerns I have. We need to keep our City ser- 
vices intact, and we particularly need to focus im- 
provements on those areas where ignoring the needs 
will adversely affect the daily lives of our citizens in 
their home neighborhoods. 


In this same light, we need to maintain police, fire, 
recreational and human service programs. I have pro- 
posed a one mill tax increase for operations to allow us 
to meet that need. It does not allow for expansion, for 
new programs, or even for all the things we would like 
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to improve in existing servicés, but it does allow us to 
) continue those high quality services that we as a City 
have enjoyed and benefitted over the years. 

I am committed to continuing those services. I am 
equally committed to not increasing costs by expan- 
sions we cannot afford. We, as responsible elected of- 
ficials, cannot and should not promise to spend money 
the City doesn’t have. To do that is dishonest, repre- 
hensible, and the road to fiscal disaster. I will not 
abandon the road to fiscal stability with quality ser- 
vices, and I trust you will not either. 


My recommended budget does not leave room for 
much flexibility without seriously jeopardizing the 
future of Lansing. 


In other areas, I have recommended fee structures 
in accordance with policy set by you on recreation, 
parking, sewer and other rates and fees. 


I am also including a new recommendation that will 
help to address the problem of clean-up and bulk pick- 
up for rental properties. I propose that, in conjunc- 
tion with the licensing and inspection fees you 
established last year, we establish a bulk service fee for 
one and two-unit rental properties to offset bulk pick- 
up costs for revenue producing property. I have asked 
the Public Service Director, City Attorney and Budget 
Director to develp a fee proposal to help offset the 
need for General Fund dollars being paid to support 
rental unit trash removal. This would assist in reduc- 
ing the $385,000 General Fund subsidy needed while 
assuring availability of clean-up services in our 
neighborhoods. 


I am also proposing a 5¢ cost increase for orange 
bags, needed to have the basic program be self- 
supporting from user fees in accordance with your 
policies on the refuse program. 


POLICY ISSUES 


Last year, Council adopted a policy proposing a 
new form for budget review. I concurred with your re- 
quest that we work jointly, within Charter re- 
quirements, to develop a new budget review format 
focusing on service levels and options rather than on 
detail of equipment, supply, utility and personnel re- 
quests. 


My staff worked with your Committee on Ways and 
Means to attempt to devise a format and focus accept- 
able to you and to us. You adopted that Ways and 
Means proposal unanimously, and I have had the bud- 
get prepared and have reviewed it myself utilizing that 
new process. While it is, as was indicated when 
adopted last September, an experimental system, it 
does appear to have some advantages in having topical 
areas and service level options discussed and reviewed. 
I will be interested in your comments and reactions 
after you too have reviewed the budget with this 
system. If you decide that you wish to have such a 
system on a permanent basis, there will obviously be 
the need for modification and refinements. To do this 
adequately, you will need to address the matter much 

> earlier. 


In other policy areas, I have submitted a number of 
recommended policy modifications for your action. 
Most of these are not major policy issues, and I re- 
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quest that you act on them with the budget. There is 
one which is major, and I will speak to it in a moment. 


I am also recommending that you formally reaffirm 
your policy and priority statements for the upcoming 
fiscal year. While I consider them to be in effect until 
changed and have prepared my budget recommenda- 
tions accordingly, they should be reaffirmed. 


I am making one major policy recommendation to 
you. As a result of several federal mandates, labor 
issues and operational concerns, I am recommending 
that the City phase out use of any part-time employee 
positions in several areas of City operations. We can 
split a job between functions, but it is not working tog 
have part-time positions as currently used. Since there £ § 
are labor issues involved, I will be requesting an Exe- 
cutive Session to have the labor relations ramifications © 
discussed. However, I can tell you that my basic policy 2 a 
proposal is to re-combine shared-time and part- -time's 
positions in office, clerical, and technical functions in- 2 £ 
to whole positions wherever possible. 


PROGRAM RECOMMENDATIONS

My recommended budget reflects numerous pro- = 
grammatic changes that implement our mutual desire? 
to focus on neighborhoods. I am proposing that we & 
achieve this focus by shifting of emphasis, and, where = 
essential, shifting of resources. 


I am not proposing any increase in the total number © 
of positions for the City. As everyone has expressed 7 3 
concern about number of staff relative to services, 1§ 2 
have decided to heed that concern by refocusing our's 
energies and instructing each department to utilize its 5 
resources for adopted priorities, with a minimum of 2 
attention allowed for additional wants and desires. 


I am recommending: 


(1) $440,850 for fire equipment including a replace- 
ment ambulance, at $58,195 and pumper engine at 
$201,800; 


(2) $3,000 for additional life support equipment so 
that Fire Station #2 and #10 can have expanded 
capabilities in emergency situations; 


(3) $63,150 for computer system improvements 
within the Police Department; 
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(4) Increases within the Building Division of one= 
Mechanical Inspector, one Code Compliance Officer 2 
and a contractual Building Inspector to implement the 
licensing and inspection programs for one and two- 
unit rental properties. This program is the only one for 
which I am recommending any new staffing, and I am 
recommending other reductions within the same 
department to keep the goal of refocusing our energies 
to changing situations; 


(S) I am again including funding for a continuing 
level of support for the Neighborhood Council to keep 
open good communication with our neighborhood 
resident groups; 


(6) I am including funding within the Police Depart- 
ment for additional telephone answering equipment so 
that we can expand our ability to have citizens call in 
and get updated information on items of interest to 
neighborhood groups; 
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(7) I am continuing the efforts to improve the effi- 
ciency of City operations through increasing utiliza- 
tion of computers Technology aids in faster or more 
comprehensive service delivery, and we continue in 
our multi-year program to move to these technologies 
to assist us in our efforts. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 


You are aware that my major concern for the up- 
coming year is the quality of our neighborhoods, The 
major focus of the capital improvement program for 
the upcoming year reflects this emphasis and will be 
devoted to improving our roads, our sidewalks and 
our hiking/biking path. These major programs can be 
accomplished as a result of an affirmative vote last 
November by the Citizens on a General Obligation 
bond issue to support these improvements. 


Specific programs to be done from Bond proceeds 
this construction year include: 


Street Repaire and Resurfacing $3,000,000—this 
work will be done through several areas of the City to 
continue our on-going efforts to keep our streets in 
good condition. 


Sidewalk Repair $700,000—repairs in each Ward 
reflect a balanced program to repair and replace 
deteriorated sidwalks. While we still cannot afford to 
do all the needed work, we will make significant pro- 
gress. 


Hiking/Biking—Non-Motorized Transportation: 
$440,000—to attempt completion of the hiking/biking 
path system in conjunction with some anticipated 
State funds. 


Edgewood Boulevard, Phase II—Construction of 
the roadway to Logan which will complete construc- 
tion of this project. 


Reconstructon of the Pennsylvania Underpass to 
improve safety and traffic flow on a site that has long 
been a significant problem. 


Each of the above projects can begin this Spring, 
and I am asking that an interim transfer of the bond 
proceeds be made to allow contracts to be let prior to 
budget adoption. 


Other capital improvements that I have recom- 
mended from the General Fund include: 


(1)Municipal Ball Field: $19,010—construction of 
restrooms which will be handicapper accessible. 


(2) Arboretum Nature Center: $17,647—Construc- 
tion of barrier free restrooms. 


(3) Retail Marketing Study: $20,000 to conduct a 
downtown retail marketing study (which I propose to 
have done jointly with EDC and or local businesses) to 
identify needs and options for our local retail market. 


to the City Market as required by the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture. 


(5) City Hall Building Improvements: 
$150,000—second year of elevator replacement 
$13,000—replace City Hall cooling tower 
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$18,000—replace Washington Square Annex 
cooling tower 
$100,000-—new City Hall roof 


(6) Energy Conservation: $20,614 for energy conser- 
vation measures which are estimated to pay for 
themselves in savings in 1.5 years. 


CONCLUSION 


As we go forward into another year of constrained 
resources, compelling needs, legal mandates and in- 
dividual desires, we must balance carefully our pro- 
mises with our ability to provide services.

Dear President Benavides and City

Thank you for referring the LVA-Capital Area 
Library Coalition request for three free parking spaces 
to me for a recommendation. 


Asa former teacher I am familiar with the need for 
literary education, and I agree strongly that this group 
is doing very important work in our community. 


However, it currently is not possible for me to 
recommend free parking in our municipal system for 
any person, group, or agency. This partly is because 
our parking garage bond requirements prohibit it and 
partly because we have no fair way to decide which 
groups would be eligible for free parking and which 
would not. (As you know, there are numerous non- 
profit and very commendable agencies that assist peo- 
ple in Lansing.) 


Despite my recommendation, I suggest that it is 
possible for LVA-CALC to purchase parking and then 
to provide it ‘‘free’’ to volunteers. This may be done 
by: (1) purchase of monthly parking permits; (2) 
establishment of a merchant validation account; or (3) 
purchase of parking tokens.

As you are all aware, interest rates are currently 
quite low. The City of Lansing, in 1983 and in 1984, 
issued a total of $24 million debt funded through its 
Wastewater Treatment fund to implement the 201 
Facilities Plan and refunded most of those bonds in 
1985 to reduce debt service. It is possible that signifi- 
cant additional savings in debt service costs could be 
made if we again refunded those existing bond issues. 


“‘Refunding’’ is a process of issuing new debt ai 
substantially lower rates and using those proceeds to 
provide payment of the debt service for the existing 
higher interest rate debt. This is now permissible for

Whereas, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham 
and Eaton, State of Michigan (the ‘‘City”), by Or- 
dinance No 29-A has heretofore issued and sold Sew- 
age Disposal System Revenue Bonds, 1983 Series, in 
the aggregate principal sum of Eight Million Dollars 
($8,000,000) having serial maturities on May Ist of 
each of the years 1985 to 2004, inclusive, for improve- 
ment and extensions to the Sewage Disposal System; 
and 


Whereas, the City by Ordinance No. 31-A has here- 
tofore issued and sold Sewage Disposal System 
Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1985 Series, 
in the aggregate principal sum of Thirty Million Seven 
Hundred Sixty Five Thousand Dollars ($30,765,000) 
having serial maturities on May 1 of each of the years 
1987 to 2006, inclusive, for the purpose of refunding 
the 1983 Series Bonds except for the bonds due in 2004 
and for the purpose of refunding all of the 1984 Series 
Bond; and 


Whereas, the City has received a proposal from Van 
Kampen Merritt, Inc., of Naperville, Illinois and 
Prescott Ball & Turben, Lansing, Michigan to pur- 
chase the 1987 Bonds issued to refund all or part of the 
Outstanding Bonds (as hereinafter defined); and 


Whereas, Section 19(b) of Ordinance No. 29-A 
authorizes the issuance of bonds of equal standing and 
priority of lien with the outstanding bonds authorized 
by Ordinance 29-A as follows: 
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(b) For refunding a part of the outstanding Bonds 
and paying costs of issuing such Additional Bonds in- 
cluding deposits which may be required to be made to 
the Bond Reserve Account. No additional bonds shall 
be issued pursuant to this subsection unless the max- 
imum amount of principal and interest maturing in 
any Operating year after giving effect to the refunding 
shall be less than the maximum amount of principal 
and interest maturing in any operating year prior to 
giving effect to the refunding. 


Whereas, the City has met or will meet all the condi- 
tions and requirements of Section 19 of Ordinance 
No. 29-A for the issuance of bonds; and 


Whereas, all things necessary to the authorization 
and issuance of the 1987 Bonds under the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Michigan, and the Charter 
and Ordinances of the City and particularly Act 94, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended and Or- 
dinance Nos. 29A, 30A and 31A have been done and 
the Council is now empowered and desires to author- 
ize the issuance of the 1987 Bonds; 


Now, Therefore, The City of Lansing Ordains: 


SECTION 1. 


Definitions. All terms not defined herein shall have 
the meaning set forth in Ordinance 29-A and whenever 
used in this Ordinance, except when otherwise indi- 
cated by the context, the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 


(a) ‘1987 Bonds’’ means the Bonds authorized by 
this Ordinance. 


(b) ‘‘Ordinance’’ means this ordinance and any or- 
dinance or resolution amendatory of or supplemental 
hereto. 


(c) ‘Outstanding Bonds’ means the outstanding 
Sewage Disposal System Revenue Bonds, Series 1983, 
authorized by Ordinance No. 29-A in the principal 
amount of $900,000 due May 1, 2004 and the Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding 
Bonds, Series 1985 authorized by Ordinance 31-A. 


SECTION 2. 


Condition Permitting Issuance of Refunding Addi- 
tional Bonds. Pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance 
No. 29-A, the Council hereby determines that: (a) the 
City is not in default in making its required payments 
to the Operation and Maintenance Fund, or the 
Redemption Fund established by Ordinance No. 
29-A; (b) The maximum amount of principal and in- 
terest maturing in any operating year after giving ef- 
fect to the refunding is less than the maximum amount 
of Principal and interest mturing in any operating year 
prior to the refunding with respect to the portion of 
the 1987 Bonds issued to refund the Outstanding 
Bonds. 


SECTION 3. 


Payment of All or Part of Outstanding Bonds; 
Refunding Bonds Authorized. To pay part of the cost 
refunding all or a portion of the Outstanding Bonds as 
determined by the City Council in the resolution 
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authorizing sale of the 1987 Bonds, and to pay the cost 
of issuing the 1987 Bonds including the payment of 
legal, financial, bond insurance, underwriters dis- 
count and other expenses incident thereto and incident 
to the issuance and sale of the 1987 Bonds, the City 
shall borrow the sum not to exceed Thirty Million 
Dolars ($30,000,000), as finally determined upon the 
sale thereof, and issue the 1987 Bonds therefor pur- 
suant to the provisions of Act 94 said 1987 Bonds to 
have equal standing and priority of lien with any of 
the Outstanding Bonds which are not refunded par 
suant to this Ordinance. 


SECTION 4. 


1987 Bond Detaiis, Registration and Execution. The 
1987 bonds shall be designated Sewage Disposal 
System Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1987 Series and 
shall not be a general obligation of the City but shall 
be payable solely out of the Net Revenues. The 1987 
Bonds shall be issued in fully-registered form in the 
denomination of $5,000 or integral multiples thereof, 
not exceeding the amount of the 1987 Bonds maturing 
on the same date that the Bond matures and shall be 
numbered in consecutive order of authentication from 
1 upwards. The 1987 Bonds shall be dated as of April 
1, 1987 or such later date as this Council shall approve 
at the time of the sale, and shall mature on May Ist in 
the years 1988 to 2006, inclusive or such or those years 
as shall be determined in the Resolution authorizing 
sale of the 1987 Bonds. 


The 1987 Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates 
to be determined on sale thereof, but in any event not 
exceeding ten percent (10%) per annum payable on 
November 1, 1987, and semi-annually thereafter on 
May Ist and November ist of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the regis- 
tered owner at the registered address, as shown on the 
registration books of the City maintained by the 
transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to the 
registered owner of record as of the fifteenth day of 
the month prior to the payment date for each interest 
Payment. The date of determination of registered 
owner for purposes of payment of interest as provided 
in this paragraph may be changed by the City to con- 
form to market practice in the future. The principal of 
the Bonds shall be payable at a bank or trust company 
to be designated by the Director of Finance as a 
registrar and transfer agent and co-paying agent for 
the 1987 Bonds. The 1987 Bonds shall be sold at not 
less than 98% of their par value. 


The 1987 Bonds may be subject to redemption prior 
to maturity at the times and prices finally determined 
by the City Council in the sales resolution authorizing 
sale of the 1987 Bonds. In the event that any of the 
1987 Bonds shall be issued as Term Bonds the Man- 
datory Redemption Requirement for such Term 
Bonds shall be specified in the Sales Resolution 
authorizing the sale of the 1987 Bonds. 


The 1987 Bonds shall be signed by the fascimile 
signature of the Mayor and countersigned by the fac- 
simile signature of the City Clerk. The 1987 Bonds 
shall have the fascimile corporate seai of the City 
printed thereon. No 1985 Bond shall be valid until 
authenticated by an authorized officer of the transfer 
agent. The 1987 Bonds shall be delivered to the 
transfer agent for authentication and be delivered by 
him to the purchaser in accordance with instructions 
from the Director of Finance upon payment of the 
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purchase price for the 1987 Bonds in accordance with 
the bid therefor when accepted. Executed blank 1987 
Bonds for registration and issuance to transferees shall 
simultaneously, and from time to time thereafter as 
necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
safekeeping. 


Any 1987 Bond may be transfereed upon the books 
of the City maintained by the transfer agent by the 
person in whose name it is registered, in person or by 
his duly authorized attorney, upon surrender of the 
bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a 
duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form 
approved by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1987 
Bond or Bonds shall be surrendered for transfer, the 
transfer agent shall authenticate and delivery a new 
1987 Bond or 1987 Bonds, for like aggregate principal 
amount, The transfer agent shall require the payment 
by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any tax 
or other governmental charge required to be paid with 
Tespect ot the transfer. The City shall not be required 
(i) to issue, register the transfer of or exchange any 
1985 Bond during a period beginning at the opening of 
business 15 days before the day of the giving of a 
notice of redemption of 1987 Bonds selected for 
redemption under this Ordinance and ending at the 
close of business on the day of that publication, or (ii) 
to register the transfer of or exchange any 1985 Bond 
so selected for redemption in whole or in part, except 
the unredeemed portion of 1987 Bonds being redeem- 
ed in part. The City shall give the transfer agent notice 
of call for redemption at least 20 days prior to the date 
notice of redemption is to be given. 


SECTION 5. 


Municipal Bond Insurance. If municipal Bond in- 
surance is purchased in respect of the 1987 Bonds the 
provisions of this section shall be applicable thereto. If 
on an interest or principal date the transfer agent 
determines that there are insufficient funds in the 
Redemption Fund to make payment on the 1987 
Bonds on such payment date, the transfer agent shall 
notify the insurance company of such deficiency. Such 
notice shall specify the amount of the anticipated defi- 
ciency, the 1987 Bonds to which such deficiency is ap- 
plicable and whether such 1987 bond will be deficient 
as to principal or interest, or both. 


The transfer agent shail, after giving notice to the 
insurance company as provided above, make available 
to the insurance company all records relating to the 
funds and accounts maintained under the Ordinances, 
and the transfer agent, after receiving such notice, 
shall make available to the insurance company the 
registration books of the City maintained by the 
transfer agent. 


The transfer agent shall provide the insurance com- 
pany with a list of registered owners of the 1987 Bonds 
entitled to receive principal or interest payments from 
the insurance company under the terms of the policy, 
and shall make arrangements with the insurance com- 
pany (i) to mail checks or drafts to the registered 
owners of the 1987 Bonds entitled to receive full or 
partial interest payments from the insurance com- 
pany, and (ii) to pay principal upon 1987 Bonds sur- 
rendered to the insurance company by the registered 
owners of 1987 Bonds entitled to receive full or partial 
principal payments from the insurance company. 


The transfer agent shall also notify registered

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owners of 1987 Bonds entitled to receive the payment 
of principal or interest thereon from the insurance 
company (i) as to the fact of such entitlement, (ii) that 
the insurance company wil remit to them all or a part 
of the interest payments next coming due, (iii) that 
should they be entitled to receive full payment of prin- 
cipal from the insurance company they must tender 
their 1987 Bonds along with a form of transfer of title 
thereto for payment to the insurance company and not 
the transfer agent, and (iv) that should they be entitl- 
ed to receive partial payment of principal form the in- 
surance company they must tender their 1987 Bonds 
for payment thereon first to the transfer agent, who 
shall note the portion of the principal paid by the 
transfer agent, and then, along with a form of transfer 
of title thereto, to the insurance company which will 
then pay the unpaid portion of principal.

From the proceeds of the 
1987 Bonds there shall be deposited to the Bond 
Reserve Account a sum which, together with the sum 
then on deposit in the Bond Reserve Account, will 
result in the Bond Reserve Account being equal to the 
maximum annual principal and interest requirements 
on the Outstanding Bonds which have not been 
refunded, if any, and the 1987 Bonds. In the event 
that the maximum amount of principal and interest re- 
quirements on Outstanding Bonds and the 1987 Bonds 
is less than the amount on deposit in the Bond Reserve 
Account such excess shall be deposited in the Escrow 
Fund (as hereinafter defined). 


SECTION 8. 


1987 Bond Proceeds. From the proceeds of sale of 
the 1987 Bonds there first shall be immediately 
deposited in the Redemption Fund, an amount equal 
to the accrued interest and premium, if any, received 
on delivery of the 1987 Bonds and the City may take

Bonds. There shall next be deposited in the Bond 
Reserve Account an amount, if any, necessary to meet 
the requirements of Section 7 hereof. 
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From the balance of the proceeds of the 1987 Bonds 
shall be deposited in an escrow fund (the ‘‘Escrow 
Fund’’) consisting of cash and investments in direct 
obligations of or obligations the principal of and in- 
terest on which are unconditionally guaranteed by the 
United States of America, not redeemable at the op- 
tion of the issuer and an amount sufficient to pay prin- 
cipal, interest and redemption premiums on the Out- 
standing Bonds which are refunded and shall be used 
for such purposes. The Escrow Fund shall be held by a 
trustee (the ‘‘Trustee’’) in trust pursuant to an escrow 
agreement (the ‘‘Escrow Agreement’’) which shall ir- 
revocably direct the Trustee to take all necessary steps 
to pay the principal of and interest on the outstanding 
Bonds when due and to call the Outstanding Bonds 
for redemption, as specified in the Escrow Agreement. 
The amounts held in the Escrow Fund shall be such 
that the cash and investments and income received 
thereon will be sufficient without reinvestment to pay 
the principal, interest and redemption premiums on 
the Bonds when due at maturity or call for redemption 
as required by this Section. 


The remaining proceeds of the 1987 Bonds shall be 
used to pay the costs of issuance attributable to the 
refunding portion of the 1987 Bonds thereof, and to 
secure payment of the Outstanding Bonds to be 
refunded, as provided in this paragraph. Upon receipt 
of such proceeds the accrued interest and premium, if 
any, shall be deposited in the Redemption Fund.

ORDINANCE NO. 749 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, PROVIDING THAT THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING, 


APRIL 13, 1987 


MICHIGAN BE AMENDED BY REVISING SEC- 
TION 22-18 OF CHAPTER 22 TO PROHIBIT THE 
SOILING, DEFILING OR DEFECATING BY ANY 
DOG OR CAT IN A PUBLIC PARK. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 22-18 of Chapter 22 of the 
Code of Ordinances of Lansing, Michigan be amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


SECTION 22-18. Offenses in City Parks. 
No person shall: 


(A) Without the written permit of the city fores- 
ter, remove, destroy, break, cut, deface, trim, nor in 
any way injure nor interfere with any tree, plant or 
shrub in any highway, park or boulevard of the City. 
This section shall not apply to the Department of 
Public Service after having notified the City forester. 


(B) Fasten a horse or other animal to any tree ina 
public street, highway, or park in the city, nor cause a 
horse or other animal to stand so that such horse or 
animal can injure such a tree; nor shall any person at- 
tach any rope, wire, cable, sign, card or poster, or any 
other article to a tree or its guard in a public street, 
highway, or park without a written permit from the 
city forester. 


(C) Attach any electric wire, insulation or other 
device for holding electric wire to any tree now or 
hereafter growing in any street, highway or park under 
the control of the City without permission of the 
Director of Parks and Recreation. 


Every person maintaining any wire or wires charged 
with electricity shall securely fasten the same so that 
such wire or wires shall not come in contact with any 
tree in any street, highway, or park in the city, as far as 
practicable. 


(D) Place any building or obstruction of any kind in 
any park or grass plot in any public street, avenue or 
boulevard of the city, and no person shall take down, 
climb over, interfere with, disturb nor displace any 
rails, posts, boards, chains or fences enclosing or pro- 
tecting such park or grass plot. 


(E) Climb, peel, cut, deface, remove, injure, des- 
troy any tree, in such street, highway, park or grass 
plot. 


(F) Pluck, break, trample upon, nor interfere with 
any flower or shrub in any such park or grassplot, nor 
shall any person dig, remove or carry away any gravel, 
sand, turf or earth in any such park or grassplot, nor 
place nor deposit any dead carcass, manure, filth, dirt, 
stone or other matter or substance on any such park or 
grassplot. 


(G) Bring animals, vehicles or bicycles thereon; 
deface grounds or vegetation. 


(1) Operate or park any automobile or other vehi- 
cle in or upon any park, except in areas intended and 
designated for such use, or in any manner injure or 
deface any such park or grass plot, tree, shrub or 
garden therein. 


(2) Bring or permit any animal owned by him or 
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her, or under his or her control, to go upon any city 
park, when prohibited and so posted by the Parks and 

ecreation Department or when it is being used for an 

rganized event pursuant to the authorization of the 
City of Lansing, unless advance written permission to 
do so is received from the Director of the Department 
of Parks and Recreation of the City of Lansing, or his 
or her authorized agent. 


(3) Bring or permit any animal owned by him or 
her, or under his or her control, upon any park at any 
time, unless the animal is restricted by enclosure in a 
cage or other enclosure of adequate strength, except in 
the case of dogs, which may be brought upon any 
park, except as prohibited by Subsection (2) of this 
Section or any other provision of this Code, provided 
they are restrined by a leash of adequate strength 
which is no longer than six (6) feet. 


(4) NO PERSON SHALL BRING OR PERMIT 
ANY DOG OR CAT OWNED BY HIM OR HER OR 
UNDER HIS OR HER CONTROL INTO ANY 
PARK AT ANY TIME WITHOUT POSSESSING

ANY CITY OFFICIAL OR LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICER. 


(5) ANY PERSON WHO OWNS, HARBORS, 
KEEPS, IS IN CHARGE OF OR IN CONTROL OF 
ANY DOG OR CAT WHILE IN A PARK SHALL 
IMMEDIATELY REMOVE ALL DROPPINGS 
DEPOSITED BY SUCH DOG OR CAT IN A PARK 
BY PLACING THE DROPPINGS IN A CON- 
TAINER BEING CARRIED FOR SUCH A PUR- 
POSE. THE DROPPINGS SHALL BE REMOVED 
BY THE PERSON OWNING, HARBORING, 
KEEPING, IN CHARGE OF OR IN CONTROL OF 
THE DOG OR CAT IN THE PARK BY A 
SANITARY METHOD TO THE PROPERTY OF 
THE PERSON OWNING, HARBORING KEEPING 
IN CHARGE OF OR IN CONTROL OF SAID DOG 
OR CAT. 


(6) The prohibitions of Subsections (2), (3) (4) 
AND (5) of this Section shall not apply to:

The Public Service Department has informed this 
office that the sewer backup experienced by the claim- 
ant occurred when the City abandoned a cross lot 
sewer and did not realize that any homes were con- 
nected to it. As a result the sewer line involved here 
had been cemented shut. Upon receipt of the claim the 
Public Service Department went out to the claimant’s 
home and removed the cement so that the claimant’s 
sewer line became free flowing again. 


Generally, Michigan law immunizes a City from tor 
liability where the City is engaged in the exercise of a 
governmental function. MCLA 691.1407. In addition, 
the Michigan Supreme Court has determined a 
government funciton as an activity which is expressly 
authorized or implicity mandated or authorized by 
constitution, statute or other law, Section 8-301 of the 
1978 City Charter provides that the City shall have all 
power granted by law to maintain and repair public 
utilities within its corporate limits. 


Although based upon the above mentioned facts 
and law it is clear that the City is governmentally im- 
mune from paying the costs asserted by the claimant, 
the Public Service Department is recommending pay- 
ment for the full amount of $355.00 because the con- 
tractor involved, upon completion of its work, will 
reimburse the City for the full amount of the claim. 
Therefore, based upon the above, it is the recommen- 
dation of the Public Service Department and this of- 
fice that the claim be paid in the amount of $355 upon 
execution of a Release by the claimant.

(2) Electrical contractor means any person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the business of erecting, in- 
stalling, altering, repairing, servicing or maintaining 
electrical wiring devices, appliances or equipment. 


(3) Master electrician means a person having the 
necessary qualifications, training, experience and 
technical knowledge to supervise the installation of 
wiring and equipment in accordance with the standard 
rules and regulations governing such work. A master 
electrician desiring to enter into the contracting 
business as his/HER own supervisor may obtain an 
electrical contractor’s license by making application 
and paying the fee for an electrical contractor’s license 
in lieu of the fee prescribed for the master electrician’s 
license. 


(4) Electrical Journeyman means any person other 
than an electrical contractor who, as THEIR principal 
occupation, is engaged in the prctical installation or 
alteration of electrical wiring. An electrical contractor 
or master electrician may also be an electrical 
journeyman. . 


(5) Municipality means THE CITY OF LANSING. 


Section 9E-14. Savings Clause. 


Should any portion of this chapter or any portion of 
the Lansing Uniform Electrical Code adopted hereby, 
pursuant to Section 9E-i herein and as amended in 
section 9E-13 herein, be declared unconstitutional or 
illegal, such holding shall not be deemed to effect the 
validity of any other part or portion thereof.

meters therein used, or in the absence thereof, by such 
equitable method as shall be determined by the direc- 
tor of public service with the approval of the city 
council, and shall be collected at the same time, and in 
the same manner as provided for the payment of 
charges for water used, except in cases where the 
character of the sewage from a manufacturing or in- 
dustrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the 
system, greater than that imposed by the average sew- 
age delivered to the system plant, the additional cost 
of treatment created thereby shall be an additional 
charge over the regular rates hereinafter set forth; or 
the city may, if it deems it advisable compel such 
manufacturing or industrial plant, building or 
premises, to treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by the city before discharging such sewage 
into the sewage disposal system. Rates for all users ob- 
taining all or part of their water supply from sources 
other than the city’s water system may be determined 
by gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the 
system or by metering the water used by them, in a 
manner acceptable to the city council. The commodity 
charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per month per 
customer where gauging or metering is not practical. 


The city council may classify the users of the system 
according to the quantity and quality of water used 
and charge such rates to users in each class as it may 
deem reasonable.

SCHEDULE OF SEWERAGE RATES 
PER MONTH 


(a) Billing charge: $0.74 per bill per customer PER 
MONTH for billing and collection services. 


(b) Commodity charge: $1.20 per 100 cubic feet for 
all water usage. 


(c) Lawn Sprinkling: Upon all WATER USED BY 
RESIDENTIAL users of two (2) units or less during 
the months of JUNE, JULY and AUGUST, the 
sewerage charge shall be subject to discount of ten (10) 
per cent unless water used for lawn sprinkling is 
metered separately, and further provided that said dis- 
count shall not apply to the biling charge. 
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(d) Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment 
charge of five (5) per cent of the total monthly bill 
shall be added to any bill which is not paid on or 
before the due date shown thereon.

(2) The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within 
the city. 


The rates stated herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1987, except as otherwise provided. A billing covering 
use of the system before and after the effective date of 
this rate change shall have such bill prorated, based 
upon the average use per day and the number of days 
within such billing period, at the rate then in effect.

We find no substantial departures from generally 
accepted accounting principles in the financial 
statements for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1986. We 
indicate a preference for an alternative presentation of 
the City’s Enterprise Funds other than the presenta- 
tion opted by the Controller. This constitutes an ongo- 
ing reaffirmation of our position on this matter of 
eight years’ duration. 


A feature of this report, as requested by City Coun- 
ci, is an analytical review of the various funds as 
presented in the annual financial statements audited 
by the external auditors. The overview includes a 
working capital analysis, a financial inflow/outflow 
analysis, a debt burden analysis where appropriate, an 
equity analysis and such other analytical presentations 
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that were deemed necessary in accordance with the 
nature of the fund and the informational requirements 
of potential users, A five-year comparative format wes 
utilized to indicate trends. This analysis constitutes a 
substantial extension of the nature and scope of this 
report, 


In addition to the General Fund analysis (due to its 
paramount financing function), we call your attention 
to the following enterprise funds: Garbage & Rubbish 
Fund, the Public Service (Garage) Fund and the 
Cemetery Fund. Certain policy and/or performance 
issues are addressed in the analysis of these funds. 
Also, we reference significant trend developments in 
the Overview of Long Term Debt.

Over the last several weeks by office has been con- 
tacted on numerous occasions with regard to problems 
of prostitution and drugs in the Shiawassee/Penn- 
sylvania area. 


On May 12, 1987, I requested that the Lansing 
Police Department advise me as to the situation in this 
area and what is being done to address the problems. 


Sergeant Patrick J. Wilson of the Criminal Intelli- 
gence Unit concurred that there is a prostitution pro- 
blem in the area of Shiawassee/Pennsylvania and that 
numerous steps are being taken by the unit which are 
geared toward reduction of prostitution and drugs. 


The efforts of the Lansing Police Department have 
met with much success. Unfortunately, the problem 
still exists to the degree that the surrounding 
neighborhood is being adversely affected. 


Attached is a petition signed by approximately 100 
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residents of that neighborhood who have requested 
the barricading off of streets in the area bordered by 
Pennsylvania Avenue, Michigan Avenue, Shiawassee 
Street, and the railroad tracks. I concur in their re- 
quest as one more tool in conjunction with what is 
already being done to curb prostitutes/drugs in that 
neighborhood.

PORARY CERTIFICATE FOR OCCUPANCY; TO 
ESTABLISH STANDARDS FOR HOUSE 
TRAILERS AND MOBILE HOMES; TO 
ESTABLISH DUTIES TO REQUEST INSPEC- 
TIONS, PROVIDE ACCESS TO BUILDING, 
REGISTER ADDRESS CHANGES, PAY FEES, 
AND ISSUE TEMPORARY CERTIFICATES; TO 
PROVIDE FOR REVOCATION OF CERTIFI- 
CATES AND ESTABLISH PROCEDURES TO AP- 
PEAL REVOCATIONS; AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
ENFORCEMENT STANDARDS IN CASE OF 
CONFLICT OF LAWS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 9A of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
by revising sections numbered 9A-1, 9A-3, 9A-4, 
9A-16, and 9A-19 to read as follows: 


Section 9A-1. Title, purpose, and scope. 


(a) Title. This chapter shall hereinafter be known 
as the “Lansing Uniform Housing Code’’, and may be 
cited as such, and will be referred to herein as ‘‘this 
Code’’. 


(b) Purpose. This Code provides minimum re- 
quirements for the protection of life, limb, health, 
property, safety and welfare of the general public and 
the owners and occupants of residential buildings, 
accessory buildings, and premises. 


(c) Scope. 


(I) Application. The provisions of this Code 
shall apply to all buildings or portions thereof used, or 
designed or intended to be used, for human habita- 
tion, accessory building and premises. Such occupan- 
cies in existing buildings may be continued as provided 
for in Section 104(c) of the Uniform Building Code, 
except as otherwise provided for in this Code. Where 
any building or portion thereof is used or intended to 
be used as a combination apartment house-hotel, the 
provisions of this Code shall apply to the separate por- 
tions as if they were separate buildings. Every rooming 
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house or lodging house shall comply with all the re- 
quirements of this Code for dwellings. ALL HOUSE 
TRAILERS AND MOBILE HOMES SHALL COM- 
PLY WITH ALL THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
CODE FOR DWELLINGS, EXCEPT ANY HOUSE 
TRAILER OR MOBILE HOME WHICH WAS 
CONSTRUCTED IN CONFORMITY WITH ALL 
APPLICABLE LAWS IN EFFECT AT THE TIME 
OF CONSTRUCTION AND WHICH HAS BEEN 
MAINTAINED IN A SAFE CONDITION SHALL 
NOT BE CONSIDERED A SUBSTANDARD 
BUILDING. 


(2) Alteration. Existing buildings which are 
altered or enlarged shall be made to conform to this 
Code insofar as the new work is concerned and in ac- 
cordance with section 104 of the Uniform Building 
Code. 


(3) Relocation. Existing residential structures 
which are moved or relocated shall be restored in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Uniform Building 
Code as adopted by Chapter 9 of the Code of Or- 
dinances. 


Section 9A-3. Permits and inspections. - 


(a) General. No person shall erect, construct, 
enlarge, alter, repair, move, improve, remove, convert 
or demolish any building or portion thereof, or cause 
or permit the same to be done, without first obtaining 
a separate building permit for each such building from 
the Building SAFETY DIVISION in the manner and 
according to the applicable conditions prescribed in 
the Lansing Uniform Building Code, 


(b) Fees. Except as otherwise provided, structural 
inspections of existing buildings for resale purposes, 
including an inspection report listing any corrections 
needed, shall be performed on receipt of a written re- 
quest and payment of a fee. All fees for structural in- 
spection for resale purposes of existing buildings shall 
be established by Council resolution. 


(c) Inspection. All buildings or portions thereof. 


within the scope of this Code and all construction or 
work for which a permit is required shall be subject to 
inspection by the Building Official in accordance with 
and in the manner provided by this Code and the Lan- 
sing Unform Building Code. 


Section 9A-4, Definitions. 


For the purpose of this Code, the definitions set 
forth below shall be applicable. Further, certain ab- 
breviations, terms, phrases, words, and their deriva- 
tives shall be construed as specified in the Uniform 
Building Code unless specifically modified herein. 


‘*Accessory Building’’ means an accessory structure 
as defined by the zoning ordiance of the City of Lans- 
ing. 


“BUILDING” IS ANY STRUCTURE USED OR 
INTENDED FOR SUPPORTING OR SHELTER- 
ING ANY USE OR OCCUPANCY. 


“CERTIFICATE OF COMPLIANCE”’ IS A CER- 
TIFICATE ISSUED FOR A PERIOD OF TWO (2) 
YEARS BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE BUILDING 
SAFETY DIVISION FOR ANY RENTAL DWELL- 
ING OR UNIT WHICH MUST BE REGISTERED 
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UNDER THIS CODE AFTER IT HAS BEEN IN- 
SPECTED AND DETERMINED TO NOT BE IN 
VIOLATION OF THIS CODE. A CERTIFICATE 
OF COMPLIANCE SHALL EXPIRE AUTOMAT- 
ICALLY TWO (2) YEARS AFTER ISSUANCE ON 
ITS ANNIVERSARY DATE UNLESS REVOKED 
EARLIER AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 
9A-16(G)(2). 


“‘Department”’ shall mean the Building Safety Divi- 
sion of the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development. 


“«Dwelling’’ is any house, building, structure, tent, 
shelter, trailer or vehicle, or portion thereof, (except 
railroad cars, on tracks or rights-of-way) which is oc- 
cupied in whole or in part as the home, residence, liv- 
ing, or sleeping place for one (1) or more human be- 
ings, either permanently or transiently. A house trailer 
or other vehicle, when occupied or used as a dwelling, 
shall be subject to all the provisions of this Code, ex- 
cept that house trailers or other vehicles, duly licensed 
as vehicles, may be occupied or used as a dwelling for 
reasonable periods or lengths of time, without being 
otherwise subject to the provisions of this Code for 
dwellings, when located in a park or place designated 
or licensed for the purpose by the City; provided, that 
such parking sites are equipped with adequate safety 
and sanitary facilities. 


“*Dwelling unit’ is any building or portion thereof 
which contains living facilities, including provisions 
for sleeping, eating, cooking and sanitation, as re- 
quired by this Code, for not more than one (1) family. 


“Efficiency dwelling unit’? means any room having 
cooking facilities and used for combined living, dining 
and sleeping purposes. 


“Electrial code’’ is the National Electrical Code as 
adopted by Chapter 9E of the Code of Ordinances. 


““FAMILY’’ MEANS EITHER: 


(1) AN INDIVIDUAL OR TWO (2) OR MORE 
PERSONS RELATED BY BLOOD, MARRIAGE 
OR ADOPTION, TOGETHER WITH NOT MORE 
THAN TWO (2) OTHER PERSONS WHO ARE 
LIVING TOGETHER AS A SINGLE HOUSE- 
KEEPING UNIT OR DWELLING UNIT WITH NO 
ADDITIONAL ROOMERS; OR 


(2) NOT MORE THAN FOUR (4) PERSONS 
NOT RELATED BY BLOOD, MARRIAGE OR 
ADOPTION IN A ‘‘C”? OR MULTIPLE DISTRICT 
AS DEFINED BY THE ZONING ORDINANCE 
WHO ARE LIVING TOGETHER AS A SINGLE

“‘Guest’’ is any person hiring or occupying a room 
for living or sleeping purposes.

Every one hun- 
dred (100) square feet of superficial floor area in a 
dormitory shall be considered to be a guest room, 


“HAZARD TO HEALTH OR SAFETY” AS 
USED IN THIS CODE MEANS ANY UNSAFE OR 
DANGEROUS BUILDING AS DEFINED IN SEC- 
TION 9A-14. 
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“Health officer?’ means the Ingham County Health 
Officer or designee. 


‘*Hot water’’ means water at a temperature of not 
less than one hundred ten (110) degrees Fahrenheit. 


“Lodging house’ is any building or portion thereof 
containing guest rooms where rent is paid in money, 
goods, and services having an occupant load not ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) people. 


‘Mechanical code’’ means the Uniform Mechanical 
Code as adopted and amended by Lansing ordinances,» 
Chapter 9B and in effect at the time of the alleged= 
violation.

“Substandard condition’? means any condition 
defined as substandard in section 9A-10. Such condi- 
tion does not make a building unsafe or dangerous 
unless so determined by the Building Official or 
Health Officer. 


“TEMPORARY CERTIFICATE FOR OC- 
CUPANCY”’ IS A CERTIFICATE ISSUED BY THE 
DIRECTOR OF THE BUILDING SAFETY DIVI- 
SION FOR ANY RENTAL DWELLING OR UNIT 
WHICH MUST BE REGISTERED UNDER THIS 
CODE AND WHICH HAS NOT BEEN IN- 
SPECTED WITHIN FIFTEEN (15) DAYS AFTER 
AN APPLICATION FOR A CERTIFICATE OF 
COMPLIANCE IS MADE, OR AFTER AN IN- 
SPECTION IS CONDUCTED WHICH REVEALS 
ANY VIOLATION OF THIS CODE WHICH DOES 
NOT CONSTITUTE A HAZARD TO HEALTH OR 
SAFETY AS DEFINED IN THIS CODE. A TEM- 
PORARY CERTIFICATE FOR OCCUPANCY 
SHALL AUTOMATICALLY TERMINATE UPON 
AN INSPECTION BY A BUILDING OFFICIAL 
AND THE ISSUANCE OF A CERTIFICATE OF 
COMPLIANCE. A TEMPORARY CERTIFICATE 
FOR OCCUPANCY SHALL BE REVOKED UPON 
AN INSPECTION BY A BUILDING OFFICIAL 
AND THE DETERMINATION THAT THE 
DWELLING OR UNIT CONTAINS A VIOLATION 
OF THIS CODE WHICH CONSTITUTES A 
HAZARD TO HEALTH OR SAFETY AS DEFIN- 
ED IN THIS CODE. 


“Two family dwelling’’ is a building which contains 
two (2) dwelling units. 


“Uniform Building Code’? means the Uniform 
Building Code as adopted and amended by Lansing 
ordinances, Chapter 9, and in effect at the time of the 
alleged violation. 


“Unsafe and dangerous’? means any condition 
defined as ‘unsafe and dangerous’’ in section 9A-13. 


Section 9A-16. Registry, ‘inspection, procedures, 
feés, certification and administration requirements. 


(a) Registry. The Building Safety Division of the 
City shall maintain a registry of owners of all rental 
dwellings and units, including multiple, single family 
and two (2) family dwellings, and lodging houses con- 
taining three (3) or more dwelling units, efficiency 
dwelling units, or guest rooms or combination thereof 


except owner occupied single family or two (2) family - 


dwellings. Owners subject to the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall register their names and places of residence 
or usual places of business and the location of the 
premises regulated by this Code with the Building 
Safety Division. The owners shall be responsible for 
registration within sixty (60) days following the day on 
which the owner offers the dwelling or unit for oc- 
cupancy. If there is a transfer or change in any owner 
or agent required to register under this section, the 
new owner or agent shall, within fifteen (15) days of 
such transfer or change, notify the Building Safety 
Division thereof and provide the information required 
under this section. If the premises are managed or 
operated by an agent, the agent’s name and place of 
business shall be placed with the owner in the registry. 
AFTER REGISTRATION, IF THE REGISTERED 
OWNER OR AGENT CHANGES RESIDENCE OR 
USUAL PLACE OF BUSINESS, HE/SHE SHALL 
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PROVIDE THE NEW ADDRESS TO THE 
BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION WITHIN FIF- 
TEEN (15) DAYS OF SUCH CHANGE. The owner 
shall provide such other information as may be re- 
quired by the Division of Building Safety. 


Rental as used in this section means any premises 
described in subsection (a), which is or will be offered 
to let, or to hire, for more than six (6) months of a 
calendar year. 


(b) Inspections and inspection intervals. The 
Building Official shall inspect on a periodic basis, all 
dwellings, and units required to be registered under 
this section. In no event shall the period between in- 
spections be longer than two (2) years except as other- 
wise provided in this section. Inspections shall be con- 
ducted in the manner best calculated to secure compli- 
ance with this Code and appropriate to the needs of 
the community. The Building Official may request 
permission to enter all premises regulated by this Code 
at reasonable hours to undertake an inspection. upon 
an emergency, the Building Official shall have the 
right to enter at any time. 


Inspections may be conducted on one or more of 
the following bases: 


(1) An area basis, such that all the regulated 
premises in a predetermined geographical area will be 
inspected simultaneously, or within a short period of 
time. 


(2) A complaint basis, such that complaints of 
violations will be inspected within a reasonable time. 


(3) A recurrent violation basis, such that those 
premises which are found to have a high incidence of 
recurrent or uncorrected violations will be inspected 
more frequently. 


IT SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF 
THE OWNER OR AGENT TO ENSURE THAT 
THE PREMISES REGULATED BY THIS SEC- 
TION IS ACCESSIBLE FOR INSPECTION DUR- 
ING NORMAL WORKING HOURS OF THE 
BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION, EXCEPT THAT 
AN OCCUPANT OF THE PREMISES MAY 
ALLOW INSPECTION AT ANY TIME. 


(c) Fees. The City shall charge NON- 
REFUNDABLE fees for inspection and/or registra- 
tion which shall be set by Council resolution AND 
SHALL BE PAID AT THE TIME OF REGISTRA- 
TION AND IN ADVANCE OR INSPECTION. 


(d) Nonemergency, warrant, contents. 


(1) 1n a nonemergency situation IF the owner 
or occupant demands a warrant for inspection of the 
premises, the Building Official shall obtain a warrant 
from a court of competent jurisdiction. The Building 
Official shall prepare the warrant, stating the address 
of the building to be inspected, the nature of the in- 
spection, as defined in this section, or other applicabie 
codes or statutes, and the reasons for the inspection. It 
shall be appropriate and sufficient to set forth the 
basis for inspection (e.g., complaint, area or recurrent 
violation basis) established in this section. If the war- 
rant is issued pursuant to this section, it shall so state 
and that it is for the purposes set forth in this section. 


(2) I the court finds that the warrant is in pro-

(3) In the event of an emergency, no warrant 
shall be required. 


(e) Inspection in public interest, records and 
checklists of inspections. 


(I) It is the policy of the City that the inspec- 
tion procedures set forth in this Code are established 
in the public interest, to secure the health and safety of 
the occupants of dwellings and of the general public. 


(2) The Building Safety Division shall keep a 
record of all inspections. 


(3) The Building Safety Division shall make 
available to the general public a checklist of common- 
ly recurring violations for use in examining premises 
offer for occupancy. 


(f) Certificate of compliance. 


(1) Rental dwellings or units required by this 
Code to be registered shall not be occupied unless a 
Certiicate of Compliance OR TEMPORARY CER- 
TIFICATE FOR OCCUPANY has been issued by the 
Building Safety Division. The certificate shall be 
issued only upon an inspection of the premises by the 
Building Safety Division, except as provided in subsec- 
tion (H) of this section. The certificate shall be issued 
within fifteen (15) days after written application 
therefore if the dwelling at the time of the application 
MEETS THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CODE. 


(2) A violation of this Code shall not prevent 
the issuance of a certificate, but the Building Safety 
Division shall not issue a certificate when the existing 
conditions constitute a hazard to the health or safety 
of those who may occupy the premises. 


(3) In the case of new construction, inspections 
shall be made prior to first occupancy, if the construc- 
tion or alteration is completed and first occupancy will 
occur after the effective date of this section. Structures 
inspected under this section prior to first occupancy 
shall be first reinspected within six (6) years and 
thereafter at two (2) year intervals. Where first oc- 
cupancy of single family or two (2) family dwellings 
has occurred before the effective date of this section, 
the first inspection shall be made within four (4) years 
of the passage of this section, and thereafter, inspec- 
tions shall be at two (2) year intervals. upon a finding 
that there is no condition that would constitute a 
hazard to the health and safety of the occupants and 
that the premises are otherwise fit for occupancy, the 
certificate shall be issued. If the finding is of a condi- 
tion that would constitute a hazard to health or safety, 
no certificate shall be issued, and an order to comply 
with the Code shall be issued immediately and served 
upon the owner in accordance with SUBsection (H). 
On reinspection and proof of compliance, the order 
shall be rescinded and a certificate issued. 


(4) Upon a finding that there is a violation of 
this Code but that the violation does not constitute a 
hazard to the health and safety of the occupants, a 
temporary certificate shall be issued, but such cer- 
tificate shall not affect enforcement of the violation 
under this Code. 


(G) Application for certificate. 
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(1) When a certificate is withheld pending com- 
pliance, premises which have not been occupied or are 
not occupied for dwelling purposes shall NOT BE oc- 
cupied, and those premises which are occupied for 
dwelling purposes may be ordered vacated until 
reinspection and proof of compliance in the discretion 
of the Building Official. 


(2) A certificate of compliance shail be issued 
on condition that the premises remain in safe, 
healthful and fit condition for occupancy. If upon 
reinspection the Building Official determines that con- 
ditions exist which constitute a hazard to health og 
safety, the certificate shall be immediately REVOKED& 
as to affected premises, and the premises may b& 
vacated as provided in subsection (1) ABOVE. 


(H) Temporary certificate for occupancy.

(J) Enforcement. This section shall not limit or 
ELIMINATE ANY rights of action at common law 
OR ANY enforcement of statutes regulating the sub- 
ject mater of this ordiance. 


Section 9A-19, Severability. 


The sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses and 
phrases of this ordiance are severable, and if any 
phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph or section of this 
ordinance shall be declared invalid by the judgment or 
decree of any court of competent jurisdiction, such in- 
validity shall not affect any of the remaining phrases, 
clauses, sentences, paragraphs and sections of this or- 
dinance. 


IF THERE IS A CONFLICT BETWEEN ANY 
PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE AND ANY 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE OR

STREET ON THE SOUTH; 


THE CENTER LINE OF GRAND AVENUE 
ON THE WEST; AND THE EASTERN SIDEWALK 
LINE ON THE EAST SIDE OF GRAND AVENUE 
FROM LENAWEE STREET TO KALAMAZOO 
STREET; AND 


DISTRICT 3 


THE CENTER LINE OF ALLEGAN STREET 
ON THE NORTH;

Section 24A-2. Maintenance and improvements. 


EXCEPT FOR THE PARKING LOT AT THE 
LANSING CONVENTION CENTER AND CITY 
MARKET, the department of parks and recreation is 
authorized and directed to maintain and improve THE 
Downtown Mall and Environs of the city, including 
the maintenance of grass, trees, shrubs and planters; 
sweeping or cleaning of debris and litter and the 
removal of snow from sidewalks located within the 
boundaries of the Downtown Mall and Environs. 


Section 24A-5. Activities prohibited in Downtown 
Mall and Environs without permit. 


(A) The following activities are prohibited in the 
Downtown Mall and Environs unless a permit has 
been obtained for such activity: 


(1) Any peddling, hawking and vending within 
the meaning of section 24-1 of the Lansing City Code 
without a permit issued pursuant to section 24A-7; 


(2) The sale of or soliciting of the sale of ice 
cream, ice cream products or confections within the 
meaning of sections 24-23 and 24-24 without a permit 
issued pursuant to section 24A-7; 


(3) Any displays of merchandise, products or 
goods except as art of an organized promotion or 
show which has received a permit issued pursuant to 
section 24A-7; and 


(4) Any shows or exhibitions unless having 
been issued a permit pursuant to section 24A-7. 


(B) FOR PURPOSES OF SECTION 244-5, 
24A-6, 24A-7 AND 24A-8, THE DOWNTOWN 
MALL AND ENVIRONS SHALL NOT INCLUDE 
THE LANSING CONVENTION CENTER AND 
THE LANSING CONVENTION CENTER PARK- 
ING LOT, RIVERFRONT PARK, CITY MARKET, 
CITY MARKET PARKING LOT AND THE PATIO 
AREA IN FRONT OF THE CITY HALL 
BUILDING. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 


days after passage unless given immediate effect and 
upon final publication.

SUBJECT: Parking needs in Downtown Lansing 


The purpose of this memorandum is to recommend 
a course of action to expand the supply of downtown 
parking spaces. For over a year, the Parking Needs 
Committee, established by you, has met periodically 
to review the development activities downtown and to 
assess the need for additional parking facilities. 
Development currently under construction downtown 
and those developments proposed in the immediate 
future, will require more parking than is currently 
available. Therefore, it is our recommendation that we 
be authorized at this time to undertake several actions 
necessary to expand the parking system. 


Attached to this memorandum are the following: 


1. A listing of the developments proposed in down- 
town Lansing which will require parking. 


2. A summary of demand resulting from these 
developments by parking zone, which is consistent 
with the past zones that we have used in our analysis to 
establish parking demand. 


3. A memorandum from James Dowsett updating 
previous information regarding the ability of the park- 
ing system to finance additional parking spaces. 


Our studies show additional demand for parking in 
all zones east of the Grand River in downtown Lans- 
ing with demand varying within each zone. Financial- 
ly, the City through its parking system, can afford to 
buiid an additional 1,000 car parking ramp. 


Our analysis of the available information has led to 
the following recommendations which we request you 
support and seek the concurrence of the City Council. 


1. Subject to the concurrence of the Building 
Authority, that residual bond funds be used to com- 
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plete design work to extend the newer section of the 
North Grand Ramp by two levels. 


2. That we be authorized to proceed with feasibility 
and design concept studies for additional parking 
facilities south of Michigan Avenue downtown. 


3. That we be authorized to proceed with sensitive 
design concept options for a parking facility on Lot 
No. 2 (southwest corner of Capitol and Shiawassee) in 
cooperation with the State of Michigan and Lansing 
Community College. 


4. That we explore low cost parking options such as 
the development of peripheral parking lots and a park 
and shuttle program.

Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


In the Spring of 1983 the owners of 3438 Glasgow 
Drive constructed a 24' x 40’ garage and storage 
building in their backyard. Subsequently, the neigh- 
bors filed a lawsuit alleging that the construction of 
the garage and storage building violated the City Zon- 
ing Code. 


A review by the City Planning and Municipal Devel- 
opment Department revealed that the garage/storage 
building had been constructed under a City building 
permit but that the City building permit had been 
issued in violation of Section 36-21.2(2)(A)(B) of the 
City Zoning Code. Evidently, at the time the permit 
was issued, the Zoning Officer was unaware that there 
was an existing attached garage on the premises. 


A pretrial was held in this matter and during the 
course of the pretrial a tentative settlement was 
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reached between the parties. The settlement proposes 
that upon the payment by the City of the cost of 
removal of the storage/garage building and the 
necessary landscaping costs associated with the 
restoration of the backyard, the City would be 
dismissed from the lawsuit. The Purchasing Depart- 
ment has furnished information based upon bids that 
would indicate that the total cost of the removal and 
yard restoration would be $20,180.

Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


On June 27, 1984 Oak Park Associates Limited 
Partnership filed a petition with the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal alleging that the assessed valuation placed 
upon the property located at 900 Long Boulevard was 
in excess of 50% of its true cash value and therefore 
was an invalid assessment. The City Assessor had 
placed an assessment on the subject property in 1984 
of $6,435,000. The Petitioner alleged that the assessed 
value should not exceed $4,000,000. Subsequently, the 
Petitioner amended its petition to include the 1985 tax 
year. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a 
counsel conference was held in this matter, Based 
upon the information supplied to the City Assessor at 
the counsel conference, a tentative settlement in this 
matter has been reached. The tentative settlement is 
that the assessed value for the subject property for 
1984 and 1985 should be reduced to $6,113,200. In ad- 
dition, the Petitioner will not be entitled to any in- 
terest on any refund of tax dollars. 


Based upon the recommendation of the City Asses- 
sor, and the information supplied to the City Assessor 
at the counsel conference, it is the recommendation of 
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this office that the tentative settlement as set forth 
above be approved.

()) Size, weight and load restrictions. 


(a) It is a misdemeanor [or a person to drive or 
move or for the owner to cause or permit to be driven 
or moved on a highway a vehicle or vehicles of a size 
or weight exceeding the limitations stated in this sec- 
tion or otherwise in violation of this section, and the 
maximum size and weight specified in this section shall 
be lawful throughout this city. 


(b) The provisions of this section governing size, 
weight, and load shall not apply to fire apparatus, or 
to implements of husbandry incidentally moved upon 
a highway, or to a vehicle operated under the terms of 
a special permit issued as provided in this section. 


(2) Maximum width of vehicles; exceptions. 


(a) The total outside width of a vehicle or the load 
on a vehicle shall not exceed ninety-six (96) inches ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in this section. 


(b) The total outside width of a farm tractor or 
farm implement or machinery shall not exceed one 
hundred eight-six (186) inches. An agricultural imple- 
ment wider than one hundred eight (108) inches shall 
not be moved on the highway between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise. 


(c) The total outside width of the load of a vehicle 
hauling concrete pipe, agricultural products, or un- 
processed logs, pulpwood, or wood bolts shall not ex- 
ceed one hundred eight (108) inches. 


(d) When pneumatic tires, in substitution for the 
same type or other type of tires, have been or are 
placed upon a vehicle in operation on a highway, the 
maximum width from the outside of one wheel and 
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tire to the outside of one wheel and tire to the outside 
of the opposite wheel and tire shall not exceed one 
hundred two (102) inches, but the outside width of the 
body of the vehicle or the load on the vehicle shal? not 
exceed ninety-six (96) inches, 


(c) The total outside width of a bus shall not ex- 
ceed one hundred ‘two (102) inches. 


(1) A vehicle or farm tractor, farm implement, or 
machinery shall not extend beyond the center line of 
any street except when legally authorized by law. If the 
width of the farm implement or machinery would 
make it impossible to stay away from the center line, a 
permit shall be obtained under subsection (10) 
hereunder. 


(3) Passenger-type vehicles; projected load. A 
passenger-type vehicle shall not be operated on a 
highway with a load carried on the vehicle extending 
beyond the line of the fenders on the left side of the 
vehicle nor extending more than six (6) inches beyond 
the line of the fenders on the right side of the vehicle. 


(4) Height and length of vehicles. 


(a) Height; collision with bridges or viaduct; lia- 
bility for damages. A vehicle unloaded or with load 
shall not exceed a height of thirteen (13) fect six (6) in- 
ches. The owner of a vehicle which collides with a 
lawfully established bridge or viaduct, including a 
pedestrian bridge, shall be liable for all damages and 
injury resulting from a collision caused by the height 


~ of the vehicle, whether the clearance of the bridge or 


viaduct is posted or not. 


(b) Length of vehicles; combinations. A vehicle, 
except a trailer or semitrailer, including load, shall not 
exceed a total length of forty (40) feet. However, 
impact-absorbing bumpers installed on the vehicle 
itself shall not be considered part of the vehicle for 
purposes of determining maximum length allowable 
under this subsection. A combination of truck-tractor 
and trailer or semitrailer including load shall not ex- 
ceed a total length of fifty-five (55) feet, excet that a 
combination of truck-tractor, semitrailer, and trailer 
or truck and semitrailer or trailer including load may 
exceed a total length of fifty-nine (59) feet but shall 
not exceed a total length of sixty-five (65) feet. A com- 
bination of truck-tractor, semitrailer, and trailer or 
truck and semitrailer or trailer including load, ex- 
ceeding fifty-ninc (59) feet in length, unless designed 
and used exclusively to transport assembled motor 
vehicles or bodies, recreational vehicles or boats may 
be operated only on such highways and routes approv- 
ed and designated for the operation by the City of 
Lansing authorities. A motor truck or tractor or other 
motor-propelled vehicles shall not haul more than one 
(1) trailer and one (1) semitrailer at any one time ex- 
cept that a farm tractor may haul two (2) wagons or 
trailers, or garbage and refuse haulers during daylight 
hours may haul up to four (4) trailers for garbage and 
refuse collection purposes, not exceeding in any com- 
bination a total length of fifty-five (55) feet at a speed 
not to exceed fifteen (15) miles per hour. 


(c) Load projecting beyond front bumper. A train 
of vehicles or a vehicle operated alone shall not carry 
any load extending more than three (3) feet beyond the 
front of the train of vehicles or vehicle. 


(d) Rear bumpers on certain vehicles; distance 
trom roadway. A motor vehicle, trailer or semitrailer

whose frame or body extends more than sixty (60) in- 
ches behond the rear of the rear axle and is more than 
forty-two (42) inches above the roadway shall not be 
operated on the highways of this city unless equipped 
with a fender or bumper on the extreme rear of the 
frame or body. The bumper shall extend downward 
from the rear of the frame or body to within thirty (30) 
inches of the roadway and be of substantial construc- 
tion, 


(e) Combinations transporting assembled motor 
vehicles, bodies, recreational vehicles or boats. Not- 
withstanding any other provisions of this section, it 
shall be lawful to operate a combination of truck- 
tractor and trailer or semitrailer, designed and used ex- 
clusively to transport assembled motor vehicles or 
bodies, recreational vehicles, or boats which does noi 
exceed a total length of sixty (60) feet. The load on 
such a combination of vehicles may extend an addi- 
tional three (3) feet beyond the front and four (4) feet 
beyond the rear thereof. A person may operate a com- 
bination of truck-tractor, semitrailer and trailer or 
truck and semitrailer or trailer designed and used ex- 
clusively to transport assembled motor vehicles or 
bodies, recreational vehicles, or boats, which does not 
exceed a total length of sixty-five (65) feet. The load 
on such combination of vehicles may extend and addi- 
tional three (3) feet beyond the front and four (4) feet 
beyond the rear thereof. A combination exceeding six- 
ly (60) feet in length may be operated only on such 
highways and routes approved and designated for that 
operation by the City of Lansing authorities with 
respect to street under ils jurisdiction. 


(f) A combination of vehicles shall not have more 
than eleven (11) axles. 


(g) Combinations transporting wholly or partially 
assembled motor vehicles. Notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this section, a number of motor vehicles, 
wholly or partially assembled, may be transported 
over the streets of the City of Lansing in combination, 
ulilizing one tow bar or three (3) saddle mounts with 
full mount mechanisms and utilizing the motive power 
of one (1) of the vehicles in combination. The com- 
bination may not exceed the maximum length of sixty- 
five (65) feet for the transportation of assembled 
motor vehicles, and the vehicles in such combination 
shall be adequately and securely fastened together in 
compliance with regulations of the state and of any 
federal agency having jurisdiction over such transpor- 
tation. When motor vehicles are towed by means of 
triple saddle mounts, the towed vehicles shall have 
brakes acting on all wheels which are in contact with 
the roadway. Any combination exceeding fifty-five 
(55) feet in length may be operated only on such 
highways and routes approved and designated for that 
operation by the City of Lansing authorities with 
respect to streets under its jurisdiction. 


(5) Mobile homes; length, height; permit for move- 
ment of over-length mobile homes; exclusion from 
highways; periods; designation. 


(a) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this 
article, a person shall not operate a towing vehicle 
having attached a mobile home having a body length 
in excess of forty-five (45) feet and having a combined 
length of over sixty (60) feet, a realistic body width of 
over one hundred (100) inches at base rail and a height 
of over twelve and one-half (1214) feet on the streets 
of this city. The public service director may issue per- 
mits required as a prerequisite for the movement of 
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over-length and over-width mobile homes to mobile 
home transport companies, mobile home manu- 
facturers or dealers and in the ordianry course of their 
business when requested permitting mobile homes to a 
width of fourteen (14) feet plus normal appurtenances 
not to exceed six (6) inches and permitting mobile 
homes to a realistic body length of seventy (70) feet 
and having combined length of eighty-five (85) feet 
and permitting combinations of housing modules hav- 
ing a total length not to exceed seventy (70) feet and 
having a combined length of eighty-five (85) feet and 
permitting combinations of housing modules having a 
total length not to exceed seventy (70) feet and having 
a combined length of eighty-five (85) feet over all 
highways, including interstate and defense highways. 
Thai permit shall provide the days and times of day, 
but not on Saturdays, Sundays, holidays, or the noon 
before until the noon after the holiday, during which 
the movement shall take place and shall be issued only 
upon condition that the permittee comply with permit 
Tequirements and limitations of law, to ensure the 
operation of mobile home under permit in a manner 
which will not impede traffic on the streets and with 
safety in the movement of a mobile home, and only at 
safe speed and when the pavement is not slippery. 
There shall not be movement of fourteen (14) feet 
wide mobile homes when the wind velocity exceeds 
twenty-five (25) miles per hour. On units, exceeding 
eighty (80) feet in overall combination length, or 
twelve (12) feet in overall width, the permit shall pro- 
vide that the mobile home be equipped with two (2) 
flashing amber lights on the rear of the mobile home 
and one (1) flashing amber light on the top of the 
towing vehicle. There shall be displayed on the front 
bumper of the towing vehicle and the back of the 
mobile home signs with the words ‘‘oversize load’’. 
The signs shall be of durable material, in good condi- 
tion, with black jettering on interstate yellow 
background. Each letter shall be of block lettering not 
less than twelve (12) inches high at the front and not 
less than sixteen (16) inches at the rear of the unit. 
Vehicle escort shall be required on those roads where 
the Lansing city police consider escort vehicles 
necessary for highway safety. The distance betwen 
mobile home axle centers shall not be less than thirty- 
four (34) inches and ihe axles and tires shall meet stan- 
dards established by the Michigan Department of 
Highways and Transportations. 


(b) As used in this section, ‘tmobile home’’ means 
a prebuilt housing module or a home which is desig- 
nated to be transported by a motor vehicle upon a 
public highway and designed, equipped and used for 
sleeping, eating and living quarters, or which is intend- 
ed to be so used. 


(6) Spilling load on roadway prohibited; logs and 
tubular products. 


(a) A vehicle, except a commercial vehicle carry- 
ing logs or tubular products, shall not be driven or 
moved on a highway unless the vehicles is so con- 
structed or loaded as to prevent its contents from 
dropping, sifting, leaking, blowing off, or otherwise 
escaping therefrom. The tailgate, faucets and taps 
shall be securely closed to prevent spillage during 
transportation, whether loaded or empty, and the 
body of the vehicle shall not have any holes or crack 
through which material can escape. Actual spillage of 
material on the street or proof thereof is not necessary 
to provide a violation of this section. Any street 
maintenance vehicle engaged in either ice or snow 
removal shall be exempt from this subsection. 
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(b) A commercial vehicle carrying a load, other 
than logs or tubular products, which is not completely 
enclosed shall either: 


1. Be loaded so that no part of the load making 
contact with any sideboard or side panel or rear part 
of the enclosure shall be within six (6) inches of the top 
part of the enclosure contacted unless the load is 
covered with firmly secured canvas or similar type 
covering. 


2. Have the load securely fastened to the body 
or the frame of the vehicle with binders of adequate 
number and of adequate breaking strength to prevent 
the dropping off or shifting of the load. 


(c) A company or individual who loads or 
unloads a vehicle or causes it to be loaded or unloaded 
with knowledge that it is to be driven on a public street 
in a manner so as to cause a violation of subsection 
(6)(a) shall be prima facie liable for a violation of this 
section. 


(d) A person shall not operate motor vehicle car- 
rying logs or tubular products on a highway unless the 
following conditions are complied with: 


1. If the logs or tubular products are loaded 
crosswise or at right angles to the side of the vehicle, 
the logs or tubular products shall be.securely fastened 
to the body or frame of the vehicle with not less than 
two (2) binders which are secured to the frame at each 
end of the load and pass over the load so that the 
frame and binders completely encircle the load. 


2. If the logs or tubular products are loaded 
* lengthwise on the vehicle, obliquely or parallel to the 
sides, the logs or tubular products shall be securely 
fastened to the body or frame of the vehicle with not 
less than two (2) toggle binders which are secured to 
the frame at each end of the load and one wrapping 
binder which completely encircles the load. 


3. The toggle and wrapping binders shall be 
made of steel chain or a combination of steel chain 
and wire rope, which shall not be less than three-eights 
(3/8) of an inch in diameter and having a breaking 
strength of not fess than twelve thousand (12,000) 
pounds. 


(e) This subsection shall not apply to a person 
operating a vehicle to transport seasonal agricultural 
commodities at the time of harvest or in the normal 
operation of the farm. 


(f) Subsection (6)(b) shall not apply to a motor 
vehicle transporting products in the logging industry 
nor to items of a load which because of their weight 
will not fall off the moving vehicle and which have 
their centers of gravity located at least six (6) inches 
below the top of the enclosure. 


(g) A person who violates this subsection is guilty 
of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00) or imprisonment 
for not more than ninety (90) days, or both, 


(7) Trailers towed by passenger vehicle, attachment. 
(a) A passenger vehicle shall not be driven upon a 


street drawing or having attached to the passenger 
vehicle more than one (1) vehicle or trailer. 
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(b) The draw bar or other connection between 
two (2) vehicles, one of which is towing or drawing the 
other on a highway, shall not exceed fifteen (15) feet in 
length from one (1) vehicle to the other. If the connec- 
tion consists of a chain, rope, or cable, there shall be 
displayed upon the connection a red flag or other 
signal or cloth not less = twelve (12) inches both in 
length and width. : 


(c) A vehicle or trailer drawn by a motor-pro- 
pelled vehicle shall be so attached to the vehicle with 
forms of coupling devices which will prevent the vehi- 
cle or trailer from being deflected more than six (6) in- 
ches from the path of the towing vehicle’s wheels. The 
vehicle or trailer shall be so connected to the towing 
vehicle, by suitable safety chains or devices, one one 
each side of the coupling and at the extreme outer edge 
of the vehicle and each chain or device and connection 
used shall be of sufficient strength to haul-the trailer 
when foaded. 


(8) Wheel and axle loads. 


(a) The maximum axle loads shall not exceed the 
number of pounds designated in the following provi- 
sions which prescribe the distance between axles: 


1. When the axle spacing is nine (9) feet or 
more between axles, the maximum axle load shall not 
exceed eighteen thousand (18,000) pounds for vehicles 
equipped with high pressure pneumatic or balloon 
tires. 


_ 2. When the axle spacing is less than nine (9) 
feet between two (2) axles but more than three and 
one-half (3'4) feet, the maximum axle load shall not 
exceed thirteen thousand (13,000) pounds for high 
pressure pneumatic or balloon tires. 


3. When axles are spaced less than three and 
one-half (3/2) feet apart, the maximum axle load shail 
not exceed nine thousand (9,000) pounds per axle. 


4, Subdivisions 1, 2 and 3 shall be known as the 
normal loading maximum. 


(b) When normal loading is in effect, the director 
of public service, with respect to streets under the 
city’s jurisdiction, may designate certain streets or sec- 
tions of streets where bridges and road surfaces are 
adequate for heavier loading, which designation may 
be revised as needed, on which the maximum tandem 
axle assembly loading shall not exceed sixteen thou- < 
sand (16,000) pounds for any axle of the assembly. 


(c) On a legal combination of vehicles, only one 
(1) tandem axle assembly shall be permitted on such 
designated highways at the gross permissible weight of 
sixteen thousand (16,000) pounds for a tandem axle 
and no other tandem axle assembly in-such combina- 
tion of vehicles shall exceed a gross weight of thirteen 
thousand (13,000) pounds for a tandem axle. When 
the maximum gross weight of a combination of vehi- 
cles with load does not exceed seventy-three thousand 
two hundred eighty (73,280) pounds, two (2) tandem 
axle assemblies shall be permitted on such designated 
highways at a gross permissible weight of sixteen thou- 
sand (16,000) pounds for a tandem. 


(d) The normal size of tires shall be the rated size 
as published by the manufacturers and the maximum 
wheel load permissible for any wheel shall not exceed 
seven hundred (700) pounds per inch of width of tires.

(e} Springtime restrictions. During the months of 
March, April and May in each year, the maximum axle 
loads allowable on all city streeis except those 
designated as Class A all-weather truck routes shall be 
reduced by thirty-five (35) per cent from the maximum 
axle loads as specified in this chapter. The maximum 
wheel load shall not exceed four hundred fifty (450) 
pounds per inch of tire width on all city streets except 
Class A streets during the period the seasonal road 
restrictions are in effect. 


(f) The director of public service, with respect to 
the city streets, may suspend the restrictions imposed 
by this section when and where in his discretion condi- 
tions of the streets or the public health, safety and 
welfare so warrant and may impose the restricted 
joading requirements of this section on designaied 
streets at any other time that the conditions of the 
street may require. 


(g) For the purpose of enforcement of this article, 
the gross vehicle weight of a single vehicle and load or 
a combination of vehicles and loads, shall be deter- 
mined by weighing individual axles or groups of axles 
and the total weight on all the axles shall be the gross 
vehicle weight. 


(9) Weight of vehicles; officers authorized to order 
vehicles stopped. 


(a) A police officer or a duly authorized agent of 
the city having reason to believe that the weight of a 
vehicle and load is unlawful may require the driver to 
stop and submit to a weighing of the vehicle by means 
of either portable or stationary scales approved and 
sealed by the state department of agriculture as a legal 
weighing device and may require that the vehicle be 
driven to the nearest weighing scales for the purpose 
of allowing an officer or agent of the city to determine 
whether the conveyance is loaded in conformity with 
this section. 


(b) When the officer or agent, upon weighing a 
vehicle and load, determines that the weight is unlaw- 
ful, the officer or agent may require the driver to stop 
the vehicle in a suitable place and remain standing un- 
til that portion of the load is shifted or removed as 
necessary to reduce the gross axle load weight of the 
vehicle to the limit permitted under this section. All 
material so unloaded shall be cared for by the owner 
or operator of the vehicle at the risk of the owner or 
opertor. A judge or magistrate imposing a civil fine 
and costs under this section which are not paid in full 
immediately or for which a bond is not immediately 
posted in double the amount of the civil fine and 
costs, shall order the driver or owner to move the vehi- 
cle at the driver’s own risk to a place of safekeeping 
within the jurisdiciton of the judge or magistrate, in- 
form the judge or magistrate in writing of the place of 
safekeeping, and there keep the vehicle until the fine 
and costs are paid or sufficient bond furnished or until 
the judge or magistrate is satisfied that the fine and 
costs will be paid. The officer or agent who has deter- 
mined, after weighing a vehicle and load, that the 
weight is unlawful, may require the driver to proceed 
to a judge or magistrate within the city. If the judge or 
magistrate is satisfied that the probable civil fine and 
costs will be paid by the owner or lessee, the judge or 
magistrate may allow the driver to proceed, after the 
load is made Icgal. Wf the judge or magistrate is not 
satisfied that the owner or lessee, after a notice and 
right (o be heard on the merils is given, will pay the 
amount of the probable civil fine and costs, the judge 
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or magistrate may order the vehicle 10 be impounded 
until trial on the merits is completed under conditions 
set forth in this section for the impounding of vehicles 
after the civil fine and costs have been imposed. 
Removal of the vehicle, and forwarding, care or 
preservation of the load shall be under the control of 
and at the risk of the owner or driver. Vehicles im- 
pounded shall be subject to a lien, subject to a prior 
valid bona fide lien of prior record, in the amount of 
the civil fine and costs and if the civil fine and costs are 
not paid within ninety (90) days after the seizure, the 
judge or magistrate shall certify such unpaid judgment 
to the prosecuting altorney of the county in which the 
violtion occurred, who shall proceed to enforce th 
fien by foreclosure sale in accordance with procedu 
authorized in the case of chattel morigze 
foreclosures. 


When the duly authorized agent of the city is per- 
forming his duties under this section, the agent shall 
have all the powers conferred upon peace officers by 
the general laws of this state. 


{c) An owner of a vehicle or a lessee of the vehicle 
or an owner-operator, who causes or allows a vehicle 
to be loaded and driven or moved on a highway, when 
the weight of that vehicle violates subsection (8) is 
responsible for a civil infraction and shall be assessed a 
civil fine in an amount equal to two (2) cents per 
pound for each pound of excess load over one thou- 
sand (1,000) pounds when the excess is two thousand 
(2,000) pounds or less; four (4) cents per pound of ex- 
cess load when the excess is over two thousand (2,000) 
pounds; six (6) cents per pound for each pound of ex- 
cess load when the excess is over three thousand 
(3,000) pounds but not over four thousand (4,000) 
pounds; eight (8) cents per pound for each pound of 
excess load when the excess is over four thousand 
(4,000) pounds but not over five thousand (5,000) 
pounds; ten (10) cents per pound for each pound of 
excess load when the excess is over five thousand 
(5,000) pounds. However, the court shall have discre- 
tionary power as to the amount of the civil fine within 
the schedule provided in this subsection and may im- 
pose a civil fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.00) where at the time of the violation either the 
motor vehicle, motor vehicle and semitrailer, or trailer 
did not exceed the total weight which would be lawful 
for each unit by a proper distribution of the load upon 
the various axles supporting each unit. 


(d) An agent or authorized representative of the 
city shall not stop a truck or vehicle in movement upon 
a road or highway within the city for any purpose, 
unless the agent or authorized representative is driving 
a duly marked vehicle, clearly showing and denoting 
the branch of government represented. 


(e) A driver or owner of a vehicle who knowingly 
fails to stop when requested or ordered to do so by a 
police officer or duly authorized agent of the city 
authorized to require the driver to stop and submit to 
a weighin of the vehicle and load by means of a port- 
able scale, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(10) Special permits for excess size or weight of 
other non-conforming vehicles; concrete pipe. 


(a) The director of the public service department, 
with respect to highways under jurisdiction of the city, 
may at his discretion, upon application and good 
cause being shown, issue a special permit in writing 
authorizing the applicant to operate or move a vehicle 
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or combination of vehicles of a size or weight of vehi- 
cle or load exceeding the maximum specified in this 
section or otherwise not in conformity with this sec- 
tion upon a street under the jurisdiction of the city 
granting the permit and for the maintenance of which 
the city is responsible. 


(b) The application for a special permit shall 
specifically describe the vehicle or vehicles and load to 
be operated or moved and the particular highways 
upon which permit to operate is required. 


{c) The director of the public service department, 
as to the city streets, may issue special permits 
authorizing the operation upon a street of traction 
engines or tractors having movable tracks with trans- 
verse corrugations upon the periphery of those 
movable tracks on farm tractors or other farm 
machinery, the operation of which upon a highway 
would otherwise be prohibited under this section. 


(d) A permit shall specify the trip or trips and date 
or dates for which it is to be valid and the authority 
granting the permit may restrict or prescribe condi- 
tions of operation of the vehicle or vehicles, when 
necessry to protect the safety of the public or to ensure 
against undue damage to road foundations, surfaces, 
structures, or installations, and may require a reason- 
able inspection fee and other security as may be deem- 
ed necessary to compensate for damages caused by the 
movement. 


(e) A permit issued under this section shall be car- 
ried in the vehicle or combination of vehicles to which 
it refers and shall be open to inspection by a police of- 
ficer or authorized agent of an authority granting the 
permit, and a person shall not violate any of the terms 
‘or conditions of the special permit. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

ORDINANCE NO. 763 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, PROVIDING THAT CHAPTER 28 
OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, BE AMENDED BY ADDING A SUB- 
SECTION 28-19%H) FOR THE PURPOSE OF PRO- 
VIDING THAT INDUSTRIAL, COMMERCIAL 
OR PROFESSIONAL PROPERTIES CAN 
SPREAD THE COST OF SPECIAL ASSESS- 
MENTS FOR SIDEWALKS OVER THREE YEARS 
AND THAT UPON SALE OR CONVEYANCE 
THAT TOTAL AMOUNT OWNING SHALL 
BECOME DUE AND PAYABLE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 28 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revis- 
ing Section 28-19 to read as: 


Sec. 28-19. Same—Correcting and confirming roll, 
warrant for collection; installment payment; funds for 
payment of bonds. 


Every assessment, so ratified and confirmed by the 
City Council as aforesaid, shall be final and con- 
clusive. Within five days after such assessment is 
ratified, the mayor shall affix to such assessment and 
tax roll his warrant for collection thereof. The mayor’s 
warrant shall direct the city treasurer to collect the 
assessment on or before the due date, which date shall 
be ninety (90) days from the date of confirmation by 
the council. The mayor’s warrant shall further direct 
the city treasurer to initiate special assessment collec- 
tions on the basis of the estimated figure provided him 
by the city assessor and such assessment and tax roll, 
with the warrant of the mayor so annexed, shall be 
delivered to the treasurer within ten days after such 
warrant is annexed to such roll. 


In the event the treasurer is unable to collect these 
assessments as directed, the treasurer shall be author- 
ized to levy and collect the same by distress and sale of 
any personal property in the possession of the person 
chargeable with such tax. 


It is also provided, that, if a majority of the resident 
taxpayers owning property wherein any paving, curb 
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and gutter, tree removal, sidewalk, building razing or 
sewer is ordered pursuant to the provisions of this arti- 
cle and liable for taxation shall prior to the order of 
the city council directing the mayor to attach his war- 
rant to such tax roll for the collection of such taxes, 
petition the city council for an extension of time of 
payment of such taxes, it shall be within the power of 
the city council by resolution to extend the time of 
payment of any such special assessment so that the 
same may be levied, collected and paid in three (3), 
five (5), or ten (10) installments, as shall be determined 
by the city council in such resolution. It is provided 
further that, the city council may, by a two-thirds voie 
of the councilmen elect, grant the extension of time 
for the payment of taxes herein provided for without 
any petition therefor when such action shall be 
deemed necessary, and may, by a two-thirds vote, 
upon request of any resident taxpayer owning proper- 
ty in any assessment district, grant the extension of 
time for payment of special assessments in the manner 
hereinafter stated with the following provisions: 


(a) If the total amount of the special assessment is 
less than seventy-five dollars ($75.00), the assessment 
shall be paid in full on or before the due date. 


(b) If the total assessment is seventy-five dollars 
($75.00) or more, but less than one hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($150.00), it may be divided into three (3) equal in- 
stallment payments. 


(c) If the total assessment is one hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($150.00) or more, but less than three hundred 
dollars ($300.00), it may be divided into five (5) equal 
instalment payments. 


(d) If the total assessment is three hundred dollars 
($300.00) or more, but less than fifteen hundred dol- 
lars ($1,500.00), it may be divided into ten (10) equal 
installments spread out over a ten-year period. 


(e) If the total assessment is fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500.00) or more, but less than three thousand dol- 
lars ($3,000.00), it may be divided into fifteen (15) 
equal installments spread out over a fifteen-year 
period. 


(f) If the total assessment is three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) or more, it may be divided into twenty (20) 
equal installments spread out over a twenty-year 
period. 


(g) A resident taypayer, to follow the intent of the 
ordinance and the policy of the city, shall be any Lans- 
ing resident who, in regard to the specific property be- 
ing assessed, is not using the property for a commer- 
cial, professional or industrial enterprise. Any land be- 
ing subdivided or used for communtiy unit or multiple 
dwelling (except ‘‘A” two-family district) shall not be 
eligible for the installment special assessment pro- 
gram. 


(H) IF THE TAXPAYER WHO OWNS THE 
PROPERTY IN A SPECIAL ASSESSMENT 
DISTRICT WHEREIN SIDEWALK HAS BEEN 
ORDERED 1S USING THE PROPERTY FOR A 
COMMERCIAL, PROFESSIONAL OR INDUS- 
TRIAL ENTERPRISE AND THE TOTAL COST 
OF THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT IS ONE THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS ($1,000.00) OR MORE THE 
TOTAL SPECIAL ASSESSMENT FOR THE COST 
OF THE SIDEWALK MAY BE PAID BY THE 
TAXPAYER OVER A PERIOD NOT TO EX- 
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CEED THREE (3) YEARS IN THREE EQUAL IN- 
STALLMENTS PROVIDED THAT NO INSTALL- 
MENT PAYMENT OTHER THAN THE FINAL IN- 
STALLMENT PAYMENT SHALL BE LESS THAN 
ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($1,000.00). UPON 
THE SALE, CONVEYANCE, OR TRANSFER OF 
THE PROPERTY, DURING THE THREE (3) 
YEAR PERIOD ANY PORTION OF THE TOTAL 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENT STILL OWING BY THE 
TAXPAYER FOR THE COST OF THE SIDEWALK 
SHALL IMMEDIATELY BE DUE AND PAY- 
ABLE. THE INTEREST WHICH SHALL BE ADD- 
ED TO THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT INSTALL- 
MENT PAYMENTS SHALL BE DETERMINED 
BY THE RESOLUTION OF CITY COUNCIL. 


Following confirmation of a special assessment roll, 
a billing of the estimated assessment (original esti- 
mated billing) shall be rendered either to the property 
Owner or taxpayer as known. The words ‘‘estimated 
billing’’ shall be denoted on the original estimated bill- 
ing and the total assessment shall be due within ninety 
(90) days from the date of confirmation. There shall 
be no interest or penalty charged on any payment or 
the entire assessment if paid within ninety (90) days 
from the date of confirmation. 


If the estimated assessment is seventy-five dollars 
($75.00) or more, the taxpayer may select the install- 
ment option by paying the first installment within 
ninety (90) days of confirmation. Interest at seven (7) 
per cent per annum will be collected on the unpaid 
balance from the original due date to the billing date 
of the second installment. 


To cash payments made after ninety (90) days, 
seven (7) per cent interest shall be added (adjusted for 
the number of months between the ninety-first day 
and the billing date of the second installment). There 
shall be no interest pro ration based on the number of 
months that have elapsed between the ninety-first day 
and any cash or future installment payment made 
prior to the installment billing date. The second and 
‘subsequent installments shall include a flat seven (7) 
per cent interest rate on the unpaid principle balance. 
No interest adjustments shall be made once spread, 
unless said interest has been erroneously computed. 


It shall be the sole responsibility of the assessor to 
make all interest computations and the assessor shall 
determine the final amount to be paid on settlement of 
a special assessment liability. 


If neither the total assessment nor the first install- 
ment is paid within ninety (90) days of confirmation, 
the taxayer, eligible for installment payments, is auto- 
matically obligated to pay on the installment basis, 
and is delinquent as to ihe first installment. 


A penalty of four (4) per cent of the installment due 
will be charged on all delinquent installments. 


Subsequent installment payments shall be billed 
with a due date of July Ist, coinciding with the City of 
Lansing’s due date for summer taxes; provided, that 
the first two (2) installments shall not become due 
within a period of less than one hundred twenty (120) 
days of each other. Where the date of confirmation of 
the special assessment roll occurs less than one hun- 
dred twenty (120) days preceding July Ist of any year, 
the second installment shall be due on the first of July 
one year hence, and succeeding installments annually 
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thereafter on July ist. Succeeding installments in 
either case shall bear interest at seven (7) per cent. If 
any installment, other than the first, becomes delin- 
quent it will be processed in the same manner as a 
delinquent tax and will accrue the same penalties and 
interest as does a delinquent tax. Payments made to 
the city treasurer, on accounts which have been kept 
current, between annual installment billings shall be 
interest free as interest shall be collected with the next 
installment for the prior year’s principal balance at 
seven (7) per cent. Annual installments will be payable 
on July Ist of each year regardless of prepayments. 


Prior to any change of ownership of those proper- 
ties on the installment payment special assessment 
program, certifiction must be presented to the assessor 
proving all special assessment taxes have been paid, or 
in the alternative, a notarized agreement signed by the 
purchaser may be filed with the city assessor, which 
clearly indicates that the purchaser is assuming the re- 
maining lien. 


It shall be the responsibility of the city engineer to 
begin work or cause work to begin on a special assess- 
ment project on or before the first designated due date 
of a special assessment roll. If for some unavoidable 
circumstances, the city engineer cannot commence this 
work within the designated sixty (60) days, he must 
make a special report to the city council stating these 
circumstances in detail. 


Once the installment option has been selected, the 
city assessor shall provide for the accounting function, 
which shall allow the special assessment to be paid in 
three (3), five (5), ten (10), fifteen (15) or twenty (20) 
approximate equal payments, subject to the install- 
ment provisions as stated above. 


The city shall have a lien for the total amount of 
special assessment taxes, interest and penalties, which 
lien shall attach to the property liable for the same, 
from and after the date of the warrant for the collec- 
tion of the whole or any installments thereof and shall 
remain until all installments are fully paid. 


If the city council shall have borrowed money and 

issued its bonds to pay for any paving or sewer, for 
which extension of time of payment of taxes therefor 
has been granted by the city council, such taxes an- 
nually paid by the property owner benefitted, together 
with such sum raised and collected by the city for that 
purpose, shall be received and kept by the city 
treasurer in a special fund to be known as “‘ 
Street Paving Fund,’’ or ‘ Sewer Fund,” 
and the taxes so collected and placed to the credit of 
such fund shall be used for the purpose of paying the 
bonds issued for such paving or sewer, and for no 
other purpose, and shall be applied as the city council 
shall direct. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 


days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

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The representatives on the Emergency Planning 
Committee have been chosen carefully to include the 
agencies and interests mandated to be on the planning 
committee by the law. It needs to be emphasized that 
these are our recommendations which have to be ap- 
proved by the State Emergency Planning Commission. 


The subject of transportation of hazardous mater- 
ials within the City of Lansing has been under study by 
the Planning and Municipal Development Depart- 
ment, in cooperation with the Police, Fire and 
Emergency Services Departments. The staff has pre- 
pared a report on their findings and recommendations 
and the same will be presented to you shortly. 


The emergency planning committees are required to 
complete preparation of an emergency plan to be 
reviewed by State Commissions once a year. The law 
mandates nine major categories of provisions to be in- 
cluded in the plan. Evidently for such an effort, re- 
quired by law on an ongoing basis, adequate levels of 
staff and resources are needed. At the appropriate 
time, when available, I shall advise you of the person- 
nel and budgetary requirements for this effort to be in- 
cluded in the work programs of the City staff. 


These recommendations are made to fulfill the man- 
dates of the federal legislation and to assure that the 
City of Lansing has an appropriate role in this process.

On June 24, 1985 Burroughs Corporation (now 
known as Unisys Corportion) filed a lawsuit in the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that the City of Lans- 
ing valuation of personal property, namely, Bur- 
roughs Computers and Copying equipment was im- 
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proper under Michigan law. The valuation placed by 
the City Assessor on Burroughs personal property . 
located in the City of Lansing was $411,000 in assessed 
value. Plaintiff alleged that the « aluation of their per- 
sonal property in the City of "ansing should not ex- 
ceed $300,000. Plaintiff subsquently amended its 
lawsuit to include the tax years of 1986 and 1987. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules of 
Procedure, a counsel conference was held in this mat- 
ter. In addition, information was submitted by Bur- 
roughs Corporation to the City Assessor and his staff. 


Based upon the City Assessor’s review of the infor-,, 
mation submitted by Burroughs Corporation to himé 
and a tentative settlement in the above mentioned§ 
matter has been reached. The tentative settlement pro-2 
poses that the valuation of Burroughs personal pro-s 
perty located in the City of Lansing for tax year 19854 
be reduced to $344,300. This is a net reduction ing 
assessed value of $67,700. The City’s assessed valua-< 
tion of Burroughs personal property for tax years 1986 
and 1987 shall remain the same. In addition Burroughs 
agrees that the City should not have to pay any interest ‘ 
on the monies refunded to it by the City as a result of 8 
this tentative settlement.

revitalization of downtown Lansing, one of the ‘ 
recommendations from the Joint Task Force Commit- © 


tee has been to improve accessibility for visitors. This 
is proposed to be accomplished by designating a set of 


streets starting from 1-96 into the downtown area as * 


the ‘‘Capitol Loop’’. The streets in the Loop will be 
appropriately identified as such by a unique sign 
system to be developed cooperatively between the City 
of Lansing and the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation. 


The streets proposed to be part of the Capitol Loop 
are as follows (see attached sketch): 


Logan (from 1-496 north to Ottawa Street) 
Allegan (from 1-496 to Grand) 

Grand (from Allegan to Ottawa) 

Ottawa (from Grand to Logan) 

Michigan Avenue (from Grand to Larch) 

Cedar and Larch (from Michigan Avenue to 1-496) 


The Capitol Loop street system will be developed 
and maintained as State trunk lines by the Michigan 
Department of Transportation under an agreement to 
be signed between the City and the State. The agree- 
ment would also include transfer of Michigan Avenue, 
which is currently a trunk line between Larch and the 
east City limits, from the State to the jurisdiction of 
the City. 


This proposal would essentially provide two main 
entrance/exit points for downtown from 1-496, which 
will be Logan and Cedar/Larch. Logan Street would 
be improved to a boulevard design concept by the 
Michigan Dept. of Transportation from 1-496 to Ot- 
tawa as part of the development of the Capitol Loop 
system.

Since taking office as Mayor, I—like you—have 
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been most interested in improving police protection in 
our neighborhoods. Given our financial constraints, 
this has not been easy. 


One effective way of increasing neighborhood 
police protection has been to improve our staffing pat- 
terns. Our goal has been to have more officers actually 
performing essential police protection services. Thus 
we have eliminated, or have moved, sworn officers 
from ‘‘desk’’ jobs to active patrol jobs. Often we are 
able to replace these sworn officers with civilians (at a 
cost savings). 


Following is a summary of changes that we have 
made since the 1982/83 budget year: 


—we have eliminated a legal advisor, a sergeant in 
the Quartermaster Unit, and two court services of- 
ficers; 


—we have replaced with civilians a helicopter 
mechanic; six 9-1-1 officers, and twelve detention of- 
ficers; and 


—we have returned to patrol six officers that were 
assigned (for four months) to a School District drug 
education program. 


In addition, as my August 10 memo to you indi- 
cated, Acting Chief Reifsnyder (with the concurrence 
of the Police Board and me) intends to put six addi- 
tional officers on neighborhood patrol starting 
September 5. These officers will constitute a second 
Crime Suppression Unit. 


Taken together, these staff improvements have 
done much to assist us in our most important task: 
neighborhood protection. 


In closing, let me say that 1 appreciate the recent 
work that your Public Safety and Properties Commit- 
tee has been doing in examining the work of the Lans- 
ing Police Department.

Having received the new numbers only a short time 
ago, I had not yet written a letter to you and knew that 
I could not do so until today. | still felt it was 
necessary for the staff to inform you as soon as possi- 
ble. You received the information, and here is my 
recommendation. 


First, | recommend that you preclude the need for a 
negative balance for the available Fund Balance in the 
1986-87 Budget by (1) lapsing certain carryforward 
balances totaling $37,620 to Fund Balance as recom- 
mended by the Finance Director, and by (2) eliminat- 
ing the $250,000 restriction for possible additional 
police positions in the General Fund’s Fund Balance. 
The proposed resolutions are attached to the Finance 
Director’s Interim Report, and 1 recommend that you 
approve both of them. I make these recommendations 
to preserve the integrity of the Budget accounting pro- 
cess and to keep us within State law. It seems far more 
reasonable to remove a restriction or non-appro- 
priated item for which there is no current Council 
policy than to remove an appropriation for a program 
specifically approved by Council. 


Secondly, I recommend that you approve the at- 
tached resolution which places the $250,000 restriction 
in effect again in the 1987-88 Budget, due to the fact 
that it is not my intent to restrict your flexibility prior 
to the time that you make a reasoned decision regard- 
ing the possible need for more police positions. 


If you pass the three resolutions as I have recom- 
mended them to you, you will satisfy the auditors and 
still maintain the flexibility to make those decisions 
which affect the public safety of Lansing residents.

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4) 32 cases on 20 prostitutes were made outside the 
targeted area in the past month. 


5) Approximately 80 traffic summons were issued in 
the targeted area in the past three months, with the 
majority issued the first month, 


In summary, the efforts generated by my office, 
citizens, police and City Council, have effectively 
eliminated the prostitution problem in the area. The 
Suppression Unit will continue to give the area atten- 
tion and is currently working in other neighborhoods 
with similar concerns.

Staff and I recently have been meeting with 
“‘Women In City Government’’ representatives to 
discuss downtown public safety improvements. We 
especially have been looking at safety and parking. 


AS a result of these meetings we are in the process of 
changing some procedures. I thought you might like to 
be aware of the following: 


—Sometimes officers will arrive in the downtown 
five or ten minutes before the end of a shift change. In 
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such instances they now will drive through one or 
more of our parking structures. We also have asked 
downtown officers to spend more additional time in 
our parking garages. 


—We are exploring the possibility of installing mir- 
rors in some places in our garages. This will increase 
visibility and help to allay fears in some places. 


—We are experimenting with hand-held horns. 
These would be sounded in an emergency and be 
heard by attendants. 


—We will have several ‘‘self protection’? workshops 
(the first will be on November Sth). We hope to tape 
these for showing on Channel 28. 


—We are looking at the possibility of installing ad- 
ditional and/or improved lighting in some parking 
areas. 


—We will move some staff who must drive during 
their employment to Lot 2. They thus will not have to 
enter a garage on several occasions during each day. 
This may provide them with additional safety. 


Of course, these changes will assist all persons who 
visit or work downtown. Hopefully they can be car- 
ried out with minimal cost. 


Incidentally, | have discussed this issue with Acting 
Chief Reifsnyder. It is important to point out that the 
incidence of crime against persons is at a very low rate 
in the downtown. 


I thank Women In City Government for suggesting 
these improvements and for working with me to make 
them happen. 

Staff will be pleased to discuss these improvements 
with you at your appropriate committee meetings if 
you so wish.

As you know, Lansing is eligible for up to $500,000 
in 1987-88 ‘‘Equity’’ funds. In addition, we have 
$93,000 from 1986-87 that must be re-directed from 
the stalled Michigan Square project. 


As you also know, ! asked numerous persons and 
_agencies to make suggestions to me regarding these 
funds. 1 specifically asked you for suggestions, and I 
appreciate your responses. 


This memo is a brief summary. I also have sent one 
notebook that includes all requests to you. (I did not 
make eight copies of this material because of cost con- 
siderations. I have an identical copy in my office. It is 
available to the media and interested persons.) 


I have made a single recommendation that includes 
the entire $593,000. Once you make your decision, 
staff will divide the amounts into two appropriate ap- 
plications (one for $93,000 and one for $500,000). 


Discussion: I estimate there were nearly $1 million 
in ‘‘Equity’? requests (some were not specific regar- 
ding fund amounts). Probably this total would have 
been higher except that I encouraged several to ‘‘lower 
their expectations.”’ 


Following is discussion regarding several of the 
items included in the following summary: 


I. I am, pleased to recommend an additional 
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$100,000 for the zoo. It is making excellent progress, 
and I expect these funds will help it to maintain its role 
as our strongest visitor attraction. 


3. 1 did not recommend funding for a steam clock 
for two reasons: (a) it is quite expensive and (b) it 
would require (or at least be helped by) an expensive 
re-working of Wentworth Park. 


4. 1 was surprised that no one suggested a second 
year of funding for police protection. I have included 
$60,000 for this purpose in my recommendation. _ 


6. The Grand River bank beautification project was 
prepared by Planning staff. However, before it is con- 
structed it must also be reviewed by Parks staff. I also 
will bring the final plans to you for your review. 


7. | suggest that the river dock be designed in such a 
way so that (if possible) it eventually could serve as an 
anchor for a pedway from the S. Grand parking ramp 
across the river. 


9. [ did not recommend Wentworth Park planning 
because the eventual cost of park re-construction 
could be as much as $1 million. We have higher 
priorities for such funding. 


17./25. 1 did not recommend funding for arts agen- 
cy capital improvements (except for Riverwalk and 
Art Gallery) for two reasons: (a) they will receive 
much funding via the basic formula and (b) it would 
be difficult and time-consuming for our staff to submit 
multiple applications to the State for each agency. (1 
apologize to the agency staffs for extra work they did 
to work up “‘capital improvements’ suggestions.) 


In this regard, I note that several Councilmembers 
are closely involved with some of the cultural agencies. 
I suspect there may be discussion to change the 
amounts | have recommended. However, ! respectful- 
ly request that you not increase the ota! amount spent 
on them. (State officials recently have pointed out to 
me that other—that is, non-*‘Equity’’—legislation is 
tailored specifically and generously to their needs. 


22. To avoid possible union problems, assistance to 
Cooley Gardens will be given by a part-time employee 
who will be part of our Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment. 


At any rate, my recommendation for the expen- 
diture of $593,000 in ‘‘Equity‘‘ funds is not an easy 
one. It is made to you after much discussion and 
deliberation. 1 believe it meets legislative guidelines and 
that it treats all as fairly as possible. I know that you 
will give it your careful consideration. 


I again thank state leaders for their willingness to 
assist with our community. 


Staff will be available to discuss this recommenda- 
tion and the ‘‘Equity’’ program with you at your ap- 
propriate meetings.

I have no more important task as Mayor than to ad- 
minister the strongest possible public safety program for 
the people of Lansing.

Earlier this year, the Police Department changed its 
policy with regard to accepting money for bonds, fines and 
costs after 5:00 p.m. In the past, if someone was in jail 
and a representative (friend, family, etc.) appeared with 
the money necessary to get them out of jail (after the Court 
was closed), the Police Department would accept the funds 
and release the person who had complied with the order(s) 
of the Court. 


Under the new policy, with the same circumstances, the 
defendant will be sent to the Ingham County Jail in Mason 
and the person with the money will be directed to find a 
way to Mason to deposit the necessary funds there. 


The defendant is held in custody and transported un- 
necessarily and the family or friends of the defendant must 
find a way to Mason to pay the funds they had available 
at the Police Department. 


In addition to unnecessary liability for the City and in- 
convenience to the public, this creates a tremendous 
amount of additional paperwork for the Court and the 
County.

Dear President Benavides and City Councilmembers: 


Recently several Sunnyside area residents called City 
Hall to report that Parks staff had mistakenly blown some 
tree leaves from Sycamore Golf Course into Sycamore 
Creek. 


In the course of studying the leaf blowing problem, staff 
also discussed the underlying issue of how we might bet- 
ter protect and improve all of our river/creek frontage. 


As a result of these discussions, I propose a small change 
in the way that we maintain some of our river/creek banks: 


Instead of mowing clear down to the water we would 
leave, where possible, a natural buffer strip between water 
and mowed area. This buffer strip would vary in width 
depending on land contour and use factors. Usually, 
though, the strip would be five to fifteen feet wide. 


In the buffer strip we would allow the growth of natural 
vegetation. In some more visible areas we also would plant 
trees, wildflowers, decorative grasses, and other plants. 


Creation of a buffer strip along some parts of our 
tivers/creeks: 


(1) will ‘‘catch’’ many leaves and other materials before 
they can blow into the water. 


(2) will slow ‘‘non-point"’ pollution of our waters. This 
is a form of pollution where chemicals from lawns, golf 
courses, etc. wash into the water. It is a growing concern. 


Note: We have heard that some plant root systems (for 
example, cattails) actually can help to re-cleanse water. 
We will explore this possibility. 


There is a potential disadvantage to this change. That 
is, some residents may find the buffer strip to be less 
“‘aesthetic’’ than clear mowing — particularly if some 
kinds of weeds grow in it. 


However, it is said that beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder. T expect that many wili find a more naturai waier- 
course to be more attractive than one that has been close- 
ly mowed. I expect this to be the case particularly if we 
post signs and otherwise explain why we are allowing the 
buffer strips. 


The Parks and Recreation staff will identify test loca- 
tions this winter and prepare plans for developing the buf- 
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fer starting next spring. However, I ask that you refer this 
memo to your appropriate committee(s) for discussion and 
review. I also will send a copy to the Waterfront Develop- 
ment and Parks Boards for review and recommendation. 
With your concurrence we could begin to experiment with 
this idea in 1988 in some locations.

We have now had the report of the Finance Director on 
the financial position and forecast for the City as of the 
end of the first quarter of the current fiscal year. Mr. 
Dowsett’s report reflected a continuing deterioration in the 
automotive sector and assessed its adverse impact on the 
City’s finances. 


In light of his report and the general concurrence from 
you as Councilmembers that we face serious financial 
challenges, I am recommending to you that some long stan- 
ding budgetary policies and priorities be revised. My 
recommendations for budget policies are: 


1) that no new programs or personnel service levels be 
approved without either reductions in other on-going costs 
or approval of new revenues to pay for them; 


2) that the City actively support efforts to contain or 
reduce rapidly escalating fringe benefit costs, including 
lobbying efforts in Washington, D.C., to stop increasing 
mandated benefit or labor costs outside the collective 
bargaining process; 


3) that no new programs, personnel or service levels or 
service changes be approved without a comprehensive 
financial impact analysis; 


4) that the City Council commit to support reductions 
in services due to fiscal constraints if Council is unwilling 
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to support revenue enhancements, possibly including fee 
or tax increases; 


5) that ail policy restrictions limiting any general fund 
tevenues to a specific item or category, often a lower 
priority category, be eliminated to allow maximum flex- 
ibility in using available funds most effectively; 


6) that all mandated cost or service changes from state, 
federal or judicial actions, have a comprehensive finan- 
cial report analysis and that such analysis be provided to 
the causal agency, to the media, and to affected depart- 
ments and boards; 


7) that the City maintain an undesignated fund balance 
of at least $1,500,000 as a Rainy Day Fund effective FY 
91; and 


8) that any policy resolution which requires a commit- 
ment or appropriation of funds but which is not funded, 
be considered null and void after twelve consecutive 
months of non-funding in the same manner that no unfund- 
ed position shall be maintained on the Table of 
Organization. 


T recommend that City-wide priorities be re-examined 
and a target range for level of services be incorporated 
for each. For example, the range of service level for legally 
mandated activities would reflect different parameters than 
that for discretionary activities. This would allow resource 
allocation according to priorities and also reflect where 
the City does and does not have permissible choices. 


I would appreciate your action on these recommenda- 
tions, as well as any you might choose, by mid-January 
so that I might incorporate them within my budget delibera- 
tions. If they are later than that, your policy actions would 
not be able to be incorporated and I will proceed to prepare 
my budget pursuant to the above recommendations. 


I and my staff will be available to discuss these recom- 
mendations. I am hopeful we can work cooperatively to 
make significant progress in improving our fiscal outlook 
and, to the degree possible, insure quality City services.
